sincerity, we say, he takes with him our good wishes, and our 
regret that the folly and indiscretion of his friends persisted in 
making him the scapegoat to turn attention from the misdoings 
of others on a former occasion. Major General Guy, commanding 
Her Majesty’s forces in China and Japan is not, after all, coming 
up to Yohohama until October next, although it was previously 
understood that he was to arrive next month. Our 
readers can count upon their fingers as well as we can. Let 
them call to mind our statements of the circumstances of 
the Hong Kong and Yokohama Garrison, and the officials, at 
the time of the arrival of Her Majesty’s 11th Regiment,—and 
look to the three facts stated above—and then use their own 
judgment, The debarcation of the 9th perfect in all its acces- 
sorics ; the principal medical officer, or, as we shall call him, 
the supernumerary medical officer removed from Yokohama, 
where so many medical officers were unnecessary, to Hong Kong 
where his services could be so ill spared; and the Major- 
General remaining through the trying months at head quarters, 





after potification had been received of his intended arrival in 
Yokohama. These facts tell a tale which all the hushing up in 
the world cannot prevent being fully understood. 

HMMS. Osprey arrived from Hakodadi on March the 16th, 
bringing as a passenger Captain Vyse, H.B.M. Consul, on his 
way to Nagasaki, his present post. A correspondent writes 
from Hakodadi :—* Capt. Vyse goes down by this vessel, to the 
great regret of all the foreign community here, whose good 





wishes follow him to his new sent of office. His successor, Mr. 
A. A. J. Gower, appears to have left a similar impression 
behind at Nagasaki, so we may esteem ourselves fortunate in 
our Consuls.” 

Some interest has been excited at Hakodadi with reference 
to the kentence of one year’s imprisonment which bas been 
passed on three foreigners concerned in the desecration of the 
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Aino cemetery; much sympathy has been expressed for them 
and a petition has been forwarded to Sir Harry Parkes for a 
commutation of their sentence.

CHINA, 
SHANGHAL 
" The dates are down to the morning of the 9th April. The 
P.fand O, mail of the 1Cth February arrived on the 4th April, 
and the French mail of the 17th February on the 5th, 

The following items are from the Commercial Record of 8th 
April (Sunday) :—The item of news of most general interest 
during the past fortnight is that some positive steps have been 
taken with regard to establishing the line of telegraphic com- 
munication to Europe via Kiachta. Mr. Grant has contracted 
with a Chinaman for the conveyance of intelligence from 
Tientsin to Kalgan, and it is hoped that no difficulty will be in 
tho way of his being able to complete the line of couricrs to 
Kiachta. Itis noticeable that the Chinese Mandarins have, as 
usual in all such matters, turned up as obstructives. Mr, 
Grant, after completing his contract with the Chinaman for 
Tis. 2,000, was forced to pay an additional Tls. 500 to buy off 
the opposition to some official. 

The nature of the agreement entered into with the Chinaman 
is that he is to convey despatches from Tientsin to Kalgan in 
48 hours under penalty, and Mr. Grant is in hopes that no 
difficulty will stand in the way of this agreement being duly car- 
ried out. The greatest difficulty to be guarded against is 
undoubtedly interference by the Chinese Mandarins; but it is 
satisfactory to notice that the assistance of Sir Rutherford 
Alcock has been obtained, and that he has caused the Peking 
Government to instruct the authorities on the frontiers that 
Mr. Grant is proceeding to Mongolia with a view to carrying 
out the scheme, and that all the provisions of the Treaty are to 
be carried out with regard to him. So far matters appear in a 
satisfactory train ; and we have reason to hope that before long 
this important projeot will be brought to a satisfactory conclu- 
sion; we also notice that, should the project succeed, the 
subscribers have determined to transmit messages for the 
general public. 

A correspondence between H.B.M. Consul and the Municipal 
Council with reference to Chinese taxation in the settlements 
has been published. The principle which the Government are 
desirous to uphold is that the Chinese must be allowed full 
liberty to collect Imperial taxes from their own subjects whether 
residing in foreign settlements or not. The question appears 
likely to lead to some ditliculty, and will probably be referred to 
Peking for settlement,

‘The silk inspectors in Shanghai have addressed a memorial 
to the Chamber of Commerce with reference to damp 
begging them if possible to devise means by which they may 
claim against the Chinese merchants from whom it was bought. 
The Chamber, however, have replied that inasmuch as the silk 
was sccepted after being duly inspected, it did aot appear to 
them that any claim could be instituted. 

A meeting of the shareholders fn the French Gas Company 
took place on the 87th Maroh, when the president read out the 
report, showing that of the original sum of Ts. 30,000 subscribed, 
a surplus of Tis. 2,000 would be left after defraying all ne- 
cessary outlay for plaut, salaries, and all other expenses up to 
August next, at which date it was fully expected that the 
company would be in a position to commerce the supply of 
gas. The engineer's report was also read out to the meeting, 
showing an estimated cost of $0.12 per cubic metre. After 
the reports had been read, it was decided that one month be 
allowed to shareholders who had not yet paid up their calls 
(amounting to Tls. 1,700 in all) to do so, after which the maid 
shares would be disposed of on account, of the subscribers, 
It was also agreed that the reports of the meetings of 
shareholders should be published from time to time. 
After some discussion, an amendment by Mr, Morel, 
upon a proposition by Mr. Ortmans, was carried, to the 
effect, namely, that Tls, 2,000 residue should be kept in hand 
as a surplus, and that interest on the shares should be calculated: 
only from the time when tho company commences to supply 
gas to the Concession, and that, ifin consequence of any unfore- 
seen circumstances the company be not able to do so before- 
the end of the current year, the shareholders will exercise their 
right from that date against the French Municipality with re 
gard to the guarantee of 8 per cent, The reports having heen. 
duly passed, the following gentlemen were elected to fill up 
three vacancies out of four, consequent upon some of those at. 
present in office being about to proceed to Europe, namely 
Messrs. Menitz, Hanssen and Cliquet. Mr. Ortmans, one of the- 
four above named, will continue to act up to the time of his. 
departure. 

Judgment was given on the 27th March in the case of A, 
Provand v. Oxford and Co., being a re-hearing of the cause 
previously tried before the Assistant Judge. The Chief Judge 
has reversed the decision then given, and has given judgment in 
favour of the plaintiff. The chief point upon which it turned 
was the fact that the evidence went to show that the plaintiff” 
had been able and willing to execute such repairs as were neces- 
sary, and also that the matters requiring remedy were not such 
as could be looked upon as structural defects, In the Bank- 
ruptcy Court there have been proceedings with reference to the 
estates of S, Clifton, Hugh Rose Innes, and Jarvie, Thorburn, 
and Co. 

Six thousand more troops have been sent to the Shinking 
province in addition to the two thousand foreign drilled troops 
who were despatched some weeks ago from Peking to put down 
the rebels who have been overrunning the province in large 
numbers, and who as yet had defied all the force the mandarins 
could bring to bear upon them, The district was in such @ 
frightfully disorganised state that the Government were offering 
mandarin buttons to all the chiefs of the robber bands infesting 
the country, if they would give in their allegiance to the Imperial 
Government. This gives a very cheerful view of the bravery 
and efficiency of the 8,000 braws already mentioned as having 
taken the ficld against these Celestial brigands, Some: 
of these picturesque vagabonds have not been able to resist 
the temptation of gaining the distinction of “a button ’™ 
without the tedious course of book lore which usually precedes 
such an honour, and several have accepted the doubtful dis- 
tinction and havo become respectable mandarins, Having: 
been brought up in a good squeezing school they have been 
using their new position to extort money from the peacable 
and orderlyfinhabitants, The rebels, numbering about 7,000, 
are encamped some hundred miles or so north of Moukden, 
having captured several cities; the Pcking troops are com- 
mandcd by Wenseang, and the Mongol cavalry by a son of 
the deceased warrior San-ko-lin-sin, The whole of the Imperiak 
forces as thus comprised are on the march to attack the 
rebels, 

Newchwang is now open, the ice having broken up; @ cons 
siderable number of vessels were about to start for the Southern 
ports. A disturbance has occurred at Newchwang. The 
American Consul’s boy having been kidnapped, he proceeded. 
unarmed in company with some other gentlemen to attempt 
his recovery. ‘The party was twice fired on, and for some time 
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there was an apprehension of a general rising of the “ Sword- 

wrecks” taking place. By the last advices matters were quiet, 

but Mr. Consul Meadows seems to have been no vain alarmist 

in warning the settlers at Newchwang to be constantly well 

armed and on the alert when moving about amongst the natives. 
F00-CHOW-FOO, 

From Foochow we hear that the weather on the coast has 
‘been more severe than has been known for years. Several 
steamers have taken as much as eight days on the passage be- 
tween Hong Kong and that port. H.M. gun-boat Havoc and the 
U.S. corvette Wyoming were in port, the latter being still in 
ock ; the heavy repairs which she required, and which were 
being carried on, fully prove the extensive capabilities of the 
dock at Pagoda anchorage. 

HONG KONG, 

Dates are down to the 15th April. The London mail of 26th 
¥eb. arrived out on the 10th April; the French mail of 17th 
Feb. on the Ist. 

The intimation conveyed in the last number but one of the 
Government Gazette to the effect that Ordinance No. 13 of 1865, 
providing for the rendition of pirates to the Chinese authori- 
ties, has not been sanctioned by Her Majesty, may be taken as 
S significant indication of a design on the part of the home Go- 
‘vernment to deal comprehensively with this important subject, 

‘The Sanitary Commission which bas been sitting at the Gaol 
on the. causes, nature, &c., of the epidemic which has again 
appeared in that establishment, has completed its labours ; the 
conclusions come to, we believe, are, that the disease is a true 
type of yellow fever, that the treatment pursued by the colonial 
surgeon has been most successful, and that the precautionary 
and preventive measures, as to isolation of those infected, &., 
which have been taken by the Superintendent of the gaol, have 
‘been very effectual. The number of cases has decreased from 
about 30 to 9 or 10. 

‘We hear with great regret that an accident occurred to Sir 
Richard McDonnell, while on a visit to the gaol and the police 
barracks, His Excellency had made a lengthened inspection of 
the prison, and whilst walking across the compound in front of 
the police barracks, and having just desconded the steps leading 
from the police court, was apparently seized with a faint 
ing fit; his feet slipped, and a severe fall backward was the 
result. Prompt assistance was rendered, and his Excellency 
was assisted into the charge room of the police barracks ; 
and the Colonial Surgeon having been sent for, accompanied 
him home to Government House, Very fortunately his Ex- 
cellency wore at the time of the accident a stiff felt 
helmet, which broke the force of the blow on the head, as 
he fell backwards, and we trust thata severe shaking is the 
worst which may be anticipated. 

Considerable interest has been excited in military circles here 
by the announcement that Colonel North has applied in 
Parliament for papers relative to the mortality of troops at 
Hong Kong during the last hot season, and the amount ex- 
pended on rent of godowns, &c. ; this] may lead to a thorough 
investigation, and perhaps the War Office may be convinced of 
its grave blunders. It is to be hoped that the next budget 
may include, under the head of Military Expenditure, a mar- 
gin for the erection of suitable buildings for any possible 
accession of troops to the colony, so that there may be no 
repetition of the mournful decimation of British soldiers which 
marked our last summer. 

During the past week cases of piracy have been “ conspicuous 
by their absence ;” probably it is the season of some Chinese 
festival, and the freemasonry of piracy are enjoying themselves 
in the bosoms of their families, preparatory to returning to 
their old cruising grounds, Mirs Bay and the Lema and Ly-se 
moon Channels, 

A ball was given on the 11th by the Hong Kong Club to Mr. 
and Mrs. Mercer, and universal satisfaction was expressed as to 
the arrangements. 

‘The weather during the past week has been, with short ex- 
ceptions, dull and cloudy, with almost constant rain ; this, 
though rather trying in some respects, will perform tho most 
important duty of cleansing and flushing the drains, and at 
present the “clerk of the weather” is pretty good. 

The China Mail has the following items :—~ 
* On tho 5th April an interesting case $was argued before 
the Chief Justice, A person named Lobscheid had applied for 
arule to oblige the editor of the Evening Matto show cause 
why he should not be indicted for libel. Previous to the case 
Deing heard, the plaintiff wrote privately to the judge in order

to “make him acquainted with certain facts,” an odd idea of 
how to obtain justice in an English court of law. The case 
was dismissed on all grounds, as nine-tenths of the community 
had anticipated.” 

“ From Macao a report has arrived that a small steamer, called 
the Prince Albert, belonging to Quok Acheong, the Compradore 
of the P. and O. Company here, has been seized by a Chinese 
Custoins revenue cruiser in the port of Shuey tung, and con- 
fiscated as being in a non-treaty port. As trade by forcign 
steamers and vessels with the West Coast ports has been 
more than winked at by the Chinese authorities for some years 
past, it is rather “sharp practice” on their part to pounce 
suddenly upon a vessel in this way, without notifying their 
intention of stopping all foreign traffic by confiscation of 
offending vessels,” 

We learn that advices have been received per French mail 
by the American Trading Company of Borneo, from the officer 
administering the Government of the colony, founded by them 
in December last on the territories leased from the Sultan of 
Borneo, of the most satisfactory description.

(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 

Sir Richard MacDonnell has fairly worked himself into 
harness since the date of my last letter, and bas startled as well 
as amused the entire colony by the energy and activity ho dis- 
plays. Here, there, and everywhere, prying at unexpected 
hours into all sorts of sleepy offices, now bringing up one 
functionary with a sharp rebuke for disregarding the sacred rule 
of “office hours from tea to four,” and now avathematising 
another for the neglected state of Government House, the new 
Governor has made every one of his subordinates look decidedly 
alive. His Excellency is understood to be devoting much 
labour to making himself thoroughly acquainted with the organ- 
isation and state of efficiency of the police, as well as to the 
subject of piracy, and the best means of grappling with this 
growing danger. The financial state of the colony is auother 
most important subject calling for immediate atteution, as, not- 
withstanding the very handsome revenue annually raised, the 
enormous expenses for police and public works, coupled with 
the War-office “squeeze” of £20,000 towards the military 
expenditure, and the very heavy cost of the Mint, make the 
prospect of @ loan unpleasantly pressing. Among the sugzes- 
tions that have been made here of late for the raising of addi- 
tional revenue is that of imposing a fractional tax on the uote 
circulation of the various banks, which would probably produca 
avery comfortable sum without beivg perceptibly oppressive. 
It is argued that inasmuch as the note circulation, which has 
reached so large a development in Hong Kong, is in direct com- 
petition with the operations of the Mint, the Government would 
be justified even in placing restriction to some extent upon the 
note-issue, and fully so in deriving an amount of revenue from 
that profitable branch of business. The Mint itself has not yet 
been got into working order ; but as the dies that have been so 
long expected arrived by the last mail, we may expect soon to 
see the new dollar replasing the wretched, defaced curreucy on 
which we now have to depend. r] 

Rumours are current of sundry embarrassments in connection 
with the rice-trade, but such are always rife at this season. 
It is certain, however, that the market is for the moment 
overstocked, 

The new Convention signed at Peking on the 5th ultimo by 
Sir R. Alcock, the French Minister, and Prince Kung, has been 
sharply criticised in the local press. The circuustance is 
pointed out that whereas the acknowledged evils of the coolio 
trade have been long officially declared to arise from two prin- 
cipal sources, viz., the conduct of immigration by commercial 
speculators, and the employment of native brokers (crims) to 
collect emigrauts, the new Convention, instead of applying

Some curiosity has been excited here by the recent despatch 
of two small vessels for ports in Corea, a country which now 
remains the last solitary instance of national isolation ; but I 
hear that although nominally despatched for Corea, these vessels 
have in reality been sent with opium to the Russian territory 
adjacent to the Corean frontier, where considerable settlements 
of Chinese exist. The introduction of this drug is, however, 
sternly prohibited by the Russian Government, so we may hear 
of the seizure and confiscation of these vessels. 

A small steamer owned by a wealthy Chinaman in this 
colory was recently seized at a port between Macao and Hianan, 
where a considerable amount of irregular trade has been carried 
on of late. The Chinese authorities having become alive to 
this fact, have taken measures to protect their revenue, and 
after issuing a warning along the coast, have seized this vessel, 
the Prince Albert, which was caught in a non-treaty harbour. 
The question as to her confiscation is to be decided next week 
at Canton. 

ANOTHER COOLIE TRAGEDY. 

The present mail adds another to the Jong list of massacres 
on board of coolie ships already reported. In the present 
instance, an Italian barque, the Napoleon Canevaro, had been 
selected for the purpose of this nefarious traffic, The vessel 
having cleared from Macao for Callao, with six hundred coolies 
on board, had been some days out when the coolies began to 
show symptoms of insubordination. ‘The accounts to hand state 
that, having refused to wash the decks, the crew were mustered, 
and the coolies still refusing, were fired on down the hatchway. 
This being without effect, the hatches were battened down. The 
coolies, in revenge, or seeking release from confinement, adopted 
the desperate and suicidal course of setting fire to the vessel. 
‘Tho denso volumes of smoke soon warned the crew of the catas- 
trophe ; flames shot out from the portholes, and the crew made 
every effort to repress them, unassisted, however, by the coolies, 
who, with true Asiatic passivity, watched the progress of the de- 
vouring flames. The attempts of the crew to put the fire under 
were unavailing, and finding that to linger longer was certain 
death, the captain and a portion of the crew took to the boats. 
No sooner had the boats cleared the vessel than it was dis- 
covercd that the doctor, a European, and seven ‘of the crew were 
missing, To return, however, was impossible. ‘The coolies, now 
fairiy awakened to their situation, would have swamped any of 
the approaching boats. They were picked up by the Madura 
and conveyed to Saigon, from whence the French mail steamer 
conveyed them to Hong Kong. A few of the coolies were sub- 
sequently picked up by the Bremen brig Triton bound for Hong 
Kong from Bangkok which conveyed them to that port, arriving 
there on the 1st of April. It is by no means clear that the 
Italian barque went down; it being just possible that the 
coolies, under the direction of the doctor and those of the crew 
left behind, might have succeeded in extinguishing the flames. 
We allude to this as a contingency to be taken into account 
until fuller details come to hand. We find this catastrophe 
and others designated by the mild phrase of modes of evading 
engagements, but it is well that those concerned in this iniqui- 
tous traffic should learn from the coolies themselves that 
injustice is not to be carried on with impunity. When will 
this diabolical system cease? How mauy more victims are 
there to be? 


STRAITS OF MALACCA, 
SINGAPORE. 

Dates hence are to the 22nd April. The London mail of 
the 10th March arrived out on te 11th April, and the Mes- 
sagerics mail, with London dates to the 17th March, on the 
morning cf the 18th April. 

The interest of the past fortnight (says the Straits Times) 
has chiefly centred itself upon an important case, which occu- 
pied the criminal side of the Supreme Court here for four 
days, and was only brought toa clove about midnight on the 
19th, The charge was one of conspiracy, brought against the 
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quality {of evidence. arly 
in the proceedings it became apparent that no jury 
could place much reliance upon the depositions of auch 
witnesses, who, native like, exceeded by slong way what was 
necessary for their purpose, and told a tale altogether so im- 
probable and absurd as to secure beyond all question a verdict 
of “not guilty.” But the trial has exposed a danger to the 
public service which can be guarded against only by receiving 
with a wholesome qualification all descriptions of native evidence 
and depositions ; for if natives of this class find that they can 
have any public servant arraigned by simply swearing a criminal 
charge against him they will be enabled to exercise a species of 
intimidation more dangerous to the State than any corruption 
we are likely to find subsisting under the scrutiny of an ob- 
servant Executive. 

It appears by a letter addressed to our contemporary by Mr. 
Edwin A. C. Cooke, who was the foreman of the jury in the 
case, that the defendants, Mr, Robertson andtheJemadar “ were 
considered to have ‘ acted with culpable indiscretion.’ h*is Lord- 
ship the Recorder did not deem it necessary to take notice of 
what was added to the verdict with regard to the above named 
persons,” but Mr. Cooke submits (and several of his fellow jurors 
were of the same opinion) that the decision come to should 
have been given verbatim. 

The case of postage stamp stealing, against a Kling man 
named Noorsah, formerly employed as a letter carrier by Messrs. 
Cumming, Beaver and Co., resulted in his being sentenced 
to seven years’ transportation. It willbe recollected the person 
had torn up the letters, appropriating the stamps. 

A difficulty which has also pressed of late upon consideration 
here is the manner of dealing with the numerous destitute 
Europeans who are now from time to time, by the increasing 
trade of the port, cast upon our shores. The provisions of 
the Board of Trade extend only to men who can prove them- 
selves seamen, and of course leave all others to be provided for 
by local public charity. The only means hitherto resorted to 
of administering this charity has been the House of Correction, 
to which all Europeans detected in the misfortune of having no 
means of liveiihood, though willing to work, are peremptorily 
consigned. But this sort of treatment, which is neither cre- 
ditable to our justice or liberality, can scarcely be practised 
much longer, and it has been suggested that a species of work- 
house should be established where such unfortunate creatures 
would find shelter and food in return for a day's honest work. 
Some such plan must in the end be adopted. [These observa- 
tions of the Straits Times were called forth by the case of one 
John Dunn, who— 


Shipped in the barque Medora, at Shanghai, as cook and steward, was 
sent from Swatow by the Consul to the hospital at Hong Kong, where he 
remained 17 days; was then discharged, and shipped in the Jersey brig 
‘Spy ; was discharged from this vessel at Amoy befure the Consul, but has 
lost bis discharge—worked his passage from Amoy to this in the Golden 
Dragon, belonging to Penang, and was landed here 8th January from that 
vessel. He went to the master attendant, asking for admission to the 
Sailors’ Home, who told him he would have nothing to do with him; slept 
on the green under the trees, begged a few cents occasionally from chari- 
table people and tried incessantly to get employment, but the want of a 
discharge always prevented his gelting anything to do. About five weeks 
ago he was arrested while sleeping in one of the sheds erected for the 
workmen near the New Court House, and stating to the Magistrate that 
he had no place to live in was committed to the House of Correction for 
‘@ month—hard labour,—came out last Sunday morning and took tofhis old 
life under the trees on the Esplanade ; testifies to the extreme generosity 
of the Kling boxt-men, who have frequently fed him from their own meals, 
and says that without their assistance he would have been almost if not 
quite starved. 

The following notifications are from the Government Gazette :— 

The Rev. J. Mathison, being about to leave the settlement, has been 
permitted to resign his appointment as Registrar of Marriages at Singapore, 
as well as his seat at the Board of Examiners for Government scholarships. 

Lieutenant-Colonel R. Macpherson returned from the privilege of leave 
granted to him in G. O. No. 67, dated 12th March, 1866, and resumed 
charge of the office of Resident Councillor, Singapore on the 3st ultimo. 

His Honour the Governor has been pleased to grant Surgeon-Major J. 
Rose, Senior Surgeon Straits Settlement, leave of absence for fifteen 
months, from date of embarkation for the purpose of proceeding to Europe 
on medical certificate, ‘ 

Under the provisions of Act V. 0 1852, his Honour the Governor has 
been pleased to appoint the Rev. William Jeffrey a Marriage Registrar of 
Singapore. 
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The Straits Government steamers in harbour have been 
flying the blue ensign, instead of tke red one as formerly. 
This is in consequence of orders having been received by the 
authorities from the Government of India, directing that the 
Straits Government steamers should in future fly the blue 
ensign, as is the case with the steamers belonging to the late 
Indian Navy. 

The annual public meeting of the subscribers and supporters 
of the Raffles Singapore Institution was held on the 10th 
April in the Exchange Room ; the Hon. Ool. Macpherson in 
the chair. There had been a previous meeting of the trustees 
of the institution, at which vacancies caused in that body by 
the resignation of J. D. Vaughan Esq., and the departure of the 
Rev. John Mathison, were filled by the election of R. C. Woods, 
Esq., and the Rev. W. Jeffrey. At the public meeting, the 
report for the past year was read by the Hon. Secretary. It 
sontained » grateful allusion to the valuable bequest of $1,000 
by the late Alex. Guthrie, Esq. and a donation of like amount 
from James Guthrie, Esq., for the endowment of scholarships ; 
and also to the kind gift of $440 from the Singapore Chamber 
of Commorce for the general purposes of the institution. Lut 
regret was expressed that, owing to the inadequate support 
rendered by the general public of Singapore, many most desirable 
improvements were put entirely ont of the power of the 
Trustees to realise. The report was adopted, and the meeting 
Separated after the usual votes of thanks, 

The Free Press regrets to record that “the Klings have 
succeeded in pursuading two more of our sailors to turn Ma- 
hometans.” The further remarks of our contemporary should 
be read with the case of John Dunn, recorded above, fresh in 
the memory :—“ It is very evident that these conversions are 
simply brought about bythe force of circumstances, Jack sees that 
his own countrymen will not provide for him, and that the Klings 
-are kind and hospitable, feed, clothe, and lodge him, therefore 
he deserts the religion which has been his from childhood, 
because he finds that its charity as applied to himself is a mere 
tinkling cymbal, sounded in his ears, but extending no farther. 
Kindness goes 8 great way with Jack, and we have not the 
deast hesitation in saying that it is owing to the benevolence of 
the followers of Mahomet that he is kept from starving.” It 
‘appears they are not so tolerant of these conversions at Batavia 
as we are at Singapore The Press says— Our Dutch neigh- 
bours understand better than we do how to deal with the 
sailors who have lately become Mahomedans. One of them 
‘having recently gone to Rhio, probably as a religious mendicant, 
‘was seized by the authorities there on landing, and very pro- 
perly put in prison for four days, as a rogue and a vagabond, 
After this he was released, and sent back here bythe Koningen.” 

The British barque J, H. Willis, Junr.,and British brig Jans 
Mitchell, have lately been sold privately, the former for $4,500 
and the latter for $5,000. 

One of the heaviest storms of rain and wind that has occurred 
for many years, broke over Singapore about one o’clock on 
Sunday morning, the 15th April. Many large trees were blown 
down throughout the island, and much of the low lying land 
covered to a considerable depth with water. Rain was much 
wanted, and the town itself presents a cleaner appearance than 
for a long time past. 

The steamer Shaftesbury arrived on the 16th from Suez, with 
general cargo sent overland from England. She proceeded on 
‘to China.

PENANG, 

‘The steamship Arabia arrived on the 7th April with troops 
on her way to Madras. On the voyage betweon Singapore and 
this place the chief engineer struck work, and on the arrival of 
the steamer here was brought before the magistrate, 
who dealt with the case st once. What the particulars are we 
do not know, says the Gazette, but we are sorry to chronicle a 
case of insubordination amongst the officers of a rising and 
Prosperous company such as the B. I. S. Navigation Com- 
Pany.

A case has been tried at the police court which excited 
considerable interest amongst the ship masters and mates in 
Penang Mr. Charles Webb, a master mariner, charged a 
Chinaman, the owner of the brig Hero, with having employed 
Mr, Bushman a master of the said vessel, knowing that he 
Q4, Bushman) did aot possess a certificate of competency, 



































and at the same time and charging Mr. Bushman 
with having accepted the employment. There was 
no doubt whatever as to the facts so stated; Mr. 
Bushman, whatever his qualifications may be, not 
holding any “certificate of competency.” But on the 


case being brought on for hearing before the magistrate, it 
was summarily dismissed on the grounds that the brig Hero did 
not come within the scope of the Indian Merchant Shipping Act 
of 1859, she being, as a coasting or home trader, under the 
tonnage which requires not only a certificated master but also a 
certificated mate or second officer. ‘The Hero is employed in 
the trade between Penang, Rangoon and back, and also as far 
as Singapore and back, As far as the legality of appointing Mr. 
Bushman (observes the Gazette) these facts aro indisputable ; 
but it is quite another affair when an insurance is required, 
as then the surveyors for the insurance offices will have to 
ascertain that a master and mate possessing certificates of 
competency are duly appointed. Owners of vessels under 
300 tons, and employed in the “home trade,” do not, 
therefore, require officers with certificates of competency, 
unless an insurance is desired on the vessel or cargo; 
and there is no doubt whatever that many persons, though 
not holding the regular credentials, are quite able to take charge 
when the voyage is confined to such ports as those to which the 
Hero is destined. We do not think that the English ship 
masters will improve their position by the means which they 
have taken—we rather think quite the reverse. We sympa- 
thise with those who find their situations slipping from them 
and taken up by foreigners ; but there must be a reason for 
this beyond taking lower wages,’and it would be much better to 
endeavour to find out the reason or reasons, th an to act as they 
have lately been doing.

CHINA EXPORTS. 
- Tea.—The export falls short by a trifle of the amount shipped up to 
this period last year to Great Britain, but the quantity sent to New York 
has been greatly in excess. The markets have been swept almost clear of 
all kinds. The teamen have left for the districts, and large contracts for 
the coming season are being made both by the dealer and the foreigner. 
Nothing is heard of unfavourable weather nor of rebels, nor other con(re- 


temps, and as the season is now nearly over must have been a most lucra- | pi 


tive one to both producer, dealer, and exporter, a large supply for the 
coming season may naturally be expected. 

Canron.—Since the last report several more musters of Canton Gun- 

mrders and Young Hysons hare been offered, but without any transactions 
in New Tea taking place, as the teamen, although slightly lower in their 
demands, are still much too high to meet the riews of buyers. Some 
1,500 boxes Imperial (old Tea) have been settled for the Continent, A 
eonsiderable purchase was made of Pouchong (Fong-Tai Chop) for 
‘America to be delivered within a period extending over four months, 

Foocnow.—Alihough some small parcels of Congou have been placed 
‘on the market since the last date, and a few settlements have taken place, 
they have not been sufficiently extensive to influence prices. The teamen 
have now all left for the country, and it is currently reported that their 
operations on foreign account will considerably exceed those of last 
season. 

SHANGHAL.—Black Teas: The two chops of Congou remaining at 
the last date have been shipped on owner's account, and no further 
supplies having been received the market is quite bare of atocks, Green 
Teas: A fair amount of busi has been done at somewhat irregular 
prices, but there has been an average advance of one tael per picul on 

vevicus rales, Arrivals from Kiukiang have been very small, and advices 
From that port assert that there are few supplies yet to come this seacon ; 
holders are therefore firm in their demands, the stock being reduced to 
12,700 packages. 

Kiutranc.— Black Teas: The amall lot of local packed tea mentioned 
in the last report has been taken at Tls. 18.2.5, leaving a few more chests 
of similar quality on offer. Green Teas: The season may at length be 
considered closed, the sole settlement being 207 packages at taels 18.2.5 
and only some 120 half-chests reraaining on offer. About 1,600 packages 
had gone forward to Shanghai on native account. The stock last year at 
the same date was 83,000 chests, and the local yield for the season 
will be some 94,000 packages short of last year’s. 

‘Yoxouama.—The tea market is without change in tone, and a small 
amount of business has been done for the American market. The better 
classes of tea, owing to scarcity and a fair demand, maintain their full 
value, but the qualities of the late arrivals which are neglected have been 

inferior or very much mixed. 
Raw SILK -SHANGHAT.—-Tho smallness of stocks hes prevented 
purchases being made to any extent, and fully 100 bales of China Silk, 
now included in settlements, were shipped by the last mail, after the sta- 
tistics were made up. It is impostible to estimate the unscld stock on 
the market, as it is almost entirely composed of Taysaam sorts, which were 

i fended for native consumption, and are now only brought for- 
packed for export, it being thought by the dealers that owing to 
the scarcity of silk, anything would command a bigh price. Teatlees,

‘to-day show some reduction in the price of the common and in inferior 
hank silks, which form the largest item in the composition of the stock.

Yang-ga and Kinga told me the same tale. Fancying, I imagines 
that my presence would be a safeguard to them from the 
treachery of their Chinese debtors, they repeatedly urged mo 
to accompany them back to Corea, promising, should their little 
veascl be waiting, for their rcturn, on tho coast, to convey mo 
to the capital. English shirtings form tho staple exchange for 
ginseng, but my simple minded guests thought in coming to 
Chefoo they should ‘get the value in silver of their ginseng. 
They reckoned without their host, for their wily Chineso 
customers would only promise them payment in goods on 
reaching Corea. It was finally arranged that Kinga should 
cross in Li-Chen’s junk, called the Za pai Lii, or Great White 
Ass—a misnomer, for she was painted as black as a Venice 
goudola—and that Yang-ga and myself should take passaze in 
the Li-Pa-Using, a small junk forty feet long and about fifteen 
broad. Having been detained by bad weather in Chefoo 
harbour for three days,on the morning of the Sth September the 
Zi-Pa-Hsing got under way for the Port of Wei-Hai-Wci, the 
native place of the crew. Li-Chen wos uot prepared to start, 
so we purposed waiting his arrival there, I took with me two 
Chinese—a servant and a writer. We procecded slowly, on

THE WEST COAST OF COREA, 
(FROM A CORRESPONDENT AT PEKING.) 

The knowledge that Corea is exciting increasing attention in 
England and amongst the foreign communities in the several 
‘ports of China has led me to give a somewhat hasty publicity 
fo these scattered notes of a three months’ visit to the Western 
coast. Whilst at Chefoo, during the spring of last year, I made 
qondry inguiries regarding the illicit trade in “ ginseng ” carried 
on between the Shantung junkmen and the Coreans, a com- 
smeroe winked at by the bribed Chinese petty officials, but dis- 
‘eouraged by their confréres in Corea by the instant death of 
the offender if discovered. The words ¢erra incognita sounded 
Specially provoking when used to a country within two days’ 
ail of an open port. My desire to visit Corea was realised in 
@m agreeably unexpected manner. Towards the middle of 
August a junk captain named Li Chen, who had been engaged 
twenty years in the ginseng trade, informed me that he had 
wo Corean Roman Catholic Christians on board, who had just 
‘arrived from the capital of Corea via Manchuria, in order to 
wecover some bad debts. They were both engaged in the gin- 
seng trade. I made their acquaintance forthwith, and easily 
persuaded them to exchange their small, dirty, sultry cabin for 
00m on land. The elder one, named Yang-ga, had been a 
Christian for forty years ; the younger one, named Kinga, aged 
thirty-nine, a native of Wang-king, the capital, was a convert 
of five years’ standing. ‘he latter, the better educated of tho 
two, wrote Chinese with great ease, and had picked up a con- 
siderable number of useful phrases in the Shantung colloquial. 
They bad brought with them a small catechism of the chief 
doctrines of Christianity, in Corean charactors, written in the 
prrest colloquial of the capital. With that as a basis, during 

. their three weeks residence with me, I succeeded in compilivg 
wecabularies and dialogues which afterwards proved of great 
‘uae in oral communications with Coreans, who as a rule can 
nly write Chinese. Very different from the Coreans who come 
here with the annual tribute, my two friends supplied me, 
without any hesitation, with straightforward answers to my 

: in Peking, say country is very poor, 

and no Karopean believes them. 1 was xather staggered whens 











hill, whence we had magnificent view of the splendid 
harbour, so land locked as to be protected from every wind. 
The decaying, empty-looking, walled town of Wei Hai lay at 
our feet. It is one of the “ Wei,” or military posts, origivally 
established in the time of the Ming Dynasty, for the purpose 
of protecting the coast against the periodical descents of the 
Japanese pirates. We did the place in tourist fashion by as- 
cending the aame day the picturesque look-out called the 
Hwan Tsin Len, and visited a temple in which a huge shark's 
bone does duty asa rafter. So near Chefoo the worthy in- 
habitants scarcely deigned to notice me. Yang-ga was by far 
the greater curiosity. Only two or three Coreans hid ever 
visited the Shantung coast, and, not having come into contact 
with foreigners, were so afraid of the Chinese officials that they 
only emerged from their cabins at night. Yang-ga had every 
confidence in the power of my protection, and replicd in “ pidgin” 
Chinese when addressed in “pidgin” Corean by a passing 
sailor. A heavy gale from the east, that lasted four days, 
did away with all thoughts of a speedy departure. On the 
llth and 12th, however, the weather cleared up, a fair 
westerly wind blew in gusts, but we were waiting for the arrival 
of the Great White Ass, aud did not feel particularly anxious to 
go out till the swell had subsided. Tho morning of the 
13th dawned cloudless \and bright; a gentle fair wind, 
and we could, wait no longer. At noon all were on board, 
the auchor up and off and we went at a fine pace. In 
fine weather commend me to a small junk. Splendid for a 
selfish Englishman who likes to be his own master and gets 
wearied with the exact discipline, or at any rate the stated 
routine of asteamer or merchant ship. Skipper, pilot, sailors 
on our junk are all related to each other. Que takes the helm, 
and when the other feels inclined or fancies it is time, goes to 
relieve him. We are fortunate in our crew, good-natured vil- 
lagers,-who make my servant quite idle by their readiness to serve 
me. How merrily we go down the coast, passing island after 
island. By nightfall we have done our fifty miles aud reached 
the promontory, whence in a due easterly course we stand off 
for Corea. The pilot produces au antiquated looking compass, 
about the size of a large pill-box, placing it gravely in front of 
himself ; also a fint and stcel, that he may light bis pipe in 
the first place, and in the second place watch the course. I 
had turned in, but overhearing the skipper say of the compass, 
“ Never mind tbat thing, it is not to be depended upov,—look 
at the Pole star,” immediately turned out, and i: spite of the 
skipper’s protestations that he was born under the luckiest 
of constellations, the thought of the two hundred miles before 
us with such a compass effectually drove away all desire for 
sleep. The night, too, was so sultry that Yang-ga came up on 
deck, and we chatted about Corea as satisfactorily as we could, 
seeing that he only understood about a third of what I asked, 
and I about a fourth of his answers. We got on better when 
we talked of places and events recorded in the Bible. 

How we welcomed the morning ; the same fair wind and cloud- 
less sky ! At noon the weather changed, the wind shifted to the 
north, clouds began to gather. Towards evening we kept anxiously 
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looking out jor land, About six o'clock the welcome cry 
“land!” was heard. The skipper remarked that the circum- 
atance was “ ting fei,” very lucky, and so indeed it was, for the 
weather bezan to look threatening. He told us that the land 
in sight was the Island of Pantsz, or, according to the Coreans, 
the Islaud of Ta T’sing, a little to the south-west of the Island 
of Pe-ling. 

Corea is divided into eight taio, circuits or provinces. Those 
on the east coast from north to south ina southerly line are 
Heien-ching (Ham-kyong, in Corean), Chiang Yuen (Kang-won), 

sing Shang (Kyong S’ang). On the west the provinces of 
Ping An (P'yang An), Hwang Hai (Hang He), Ching chi 
(Kyong-k6i), Chung-ching (Ch’ung Ch’éog), Chiven-lo (Ch’o- 
]h). ‘These provinces are divided into right and left depart- 
anents, witir the exception of P'ing An, divided into east and 
ssouth, and Hsien-ching, divided into north and south, In all 
there are 832 of these departments. The Chinese junk 
tiequent the numerous islands between the Ya Tung River and 
‘the Man River. The capital by some strange blunder, in our 
-maps, is always called “ King-ki-tao,"—in fact the name of the 
proviuce. Tho Chinese namo of the capital is “ Wang-ching,” 
iu Corean colloquial ‘*S’aul,” which is simply a translation of 
-© Ching,” court, 

Tire West Coast line is exceedingly irregular. The Province 
of P’ing An, starting from the mouth of the Ya-lu River, on 
which stands the emporium of I-chou, extends for the larger 
half southward, then trending castward, forms a large estuary, 
the southern side of which again pushes out some distance 
westerly. “To the south of this promontory is the Ya Tung or 
Great East River, upon which a bundred miles up in a north 

+ easterly direction is situated the Provincial capital, Ping Jang 
“Yu—one of the most beautiful places in Corea, A “ P’an-shu,” 
- acivil mandarin of the second rank, resides there. Coreans 
- and Chinese agree in saying that a amall steamer could proceed 
easily to the city. Next comes the province of Hwang Hai, 
the southern portion of which juts out into a lofty 
promontory, called by the Chinese Tang-shan, by tho 
“Coreaus Ch’ang-shan. Fifty miles to the north-east, 
and twelve miles to the south-west, lie respectively 
the islands of Chian (chodo on the chart) and Pe-ling. 
The coast now trends inward easterly as far as the Bay of 
Hii-chou-Fu, passing the little Island of Niu-t’o-tsz. At the 
westernmost point of this bay, a mile between, lics the island of 
Mo-li—cailed by the Chinese Hoang-Hoa-Ts'ai-t’o-tsz. The 
‘coast then trends gradually in a south-easterly direction with 
the outlying Islands of Chi Ling, Ch’ang Ling and the tiny 
island called by tho Chinese Hsien-Tsz-¥’o, The mountain 
Island of ‘en shan (S'unni of the Corean) is next passed. The 
strait between this island and the mainland is about ten miles 
long, aud has a breadth of about halfa mile. It is much fre- 
quented by Corean junks, saving a distance of twenty miles at 
least. ‘The southern coast of Hwang {Hai now recedes in an 
easterly direction past No. 2 Ten shan, and No. 3 Ten shan, 
moutories of the mainland, Soon the inner Island of K’och’i 

and Shui-Ta—the two outer Ten-p’ings are passed, and the two 
imposing Islands of Chian T’ung aud Chiang Hwa loom in the 
distance. They protect the entrance of the river “Im Chin” 
that leads to Sheng To Fei, the famous district of the cultivated 
ginseng, and the river Han, better known to the Coreans by the 
pame of “ Kyaug K’ang,” which leads to the capital of Corea, 
Wang-Ching or S’a-ul, which is situated on the northern side 
of the river about three miles distant from the bank of the Han, 

Ihave found no reason for discrediting a native atlas of Corea, 
which I obtained from the capital. It contains the positions 
and names of more than three hundred well known mountains 
and sierras. There can be no very extensive valleys in the 
entire country. Corea has no lakes. Many districts were 
pointed out to me by a Corean contrabandist as containing 
gold, silver, copper, and lead. Gold is as dear there as it is 
at home. About three hundred ounces of gold dust, I am 
told, find their way here annually, The miues are under a 
atrict surveillance, and very imperfectly worked. It would only 
fatigue the reader were I to mention the names of all the places 
which are said to produce the precious metals, ‘The great staple 
ot trade between China and Corea is ginseng and paper. Of 
the former, about 15,000 catties, worth 180,000 taels, are 
Drought here by the annual Embassy, ‘The other day I saw 
six waggon loads of paper being discharged in, what is called 
by Europeans, “ Corean-street.” A member of the Embassy 
informed me this formed part of the Imperial tribute. A 
few hundred sables are also brought by the merchants and sold 











at about one tael and a half a piece. The Coreans receive shirt- 
ings and silver in exchange. ‘They made large purchases of 
copper utensils, Chinese pictures, moral sentences written 
elegantly on long pieces of coloured gilt paper (tintaz) for hang- 
ing on the walls of a room as we do engravings and pictures, 
Knives, musical boxes, watches, looking-glasses, all kinds of 
European goods, are readily purchased. Several of the mer- 
chants {who accompany the Embassy have, expressed to mo 
their regret that there are no foreign traders in this city. 

Near the northern bank of the Ya-lu river, about fifteer 
miles from the Chinese town of Feng-Hwa-Ch’eng, is tho 
Pienmen (Ts’engmun) or Corean gate. It is opened for business 
three times a-year. A‘trade is carried on on the Chinese 
side in shirtings, brought from the open port of Ying-tsy 
(Nen-chwang) exchanged for! ginseng, seaweed, bicho le mare 
(sea-slug), sea-otter, tiger and panther skins, &c., &c. I have 
been at some pains.to collect statistics of this trade, but 
hesitate giving them to the public till I bave further opportu- 
nities of verifying them. It may be set down as very in- 
significant as compared even to the Mongol Chinese trade. A 
word about the contraband trade on the West Coast. Yearly, 
in the autumn, about twenty small junks leave Shantung with 
shirtings, which they barter at 6 to 7 taels the piece, and bring 
back in the most successful seasons not more than 6,000 
catties = 48,000 taels. The average price of ordinary ginseng 
here is 12 taels, on account of a heavy duty and expenses of 
transfer ; at Chefoo about 8 taels, As I have mentioned, it is 
largely cultivated at Sheng-to, a small town in the province of 
Ching-Chi, north-west of the capital. It is grown from seed 
under long low sheds, constructed of pine bark with an under- 
covering of matting. The seed takes about five years to grow 
to the size requisite for exportation. It is gathered and dried 
in the sun during July, August, and September, and is packed 
vory neatly in catty parcels. The best quality consists of 20 
roots to the catty—the next 30, &. It is extensively used in 
Corea, tbe richer classes making an infusion of the root which 
serves for tea. Father Jartour, in 1711, whilst on a journey 
in Eastern Manchuria, thus eulogises it :—“Ce qui est certain 
cest qu’elle subtilise le sang, qu’elle le met en mouvement, 
qu'elle échauffe, qu'elle aide la digestion, et qu'elle fortifie d'une 
maniére sensible.” I fancied I derived some benefit from 
constantly drinking an infusion of it when my tea had run 
short, 

In spring about 200 large and small junks leave Shantung 
for the herring fisheries on the Corean coast. They do little 
smuggling up north off the Tutung river in bicho do mare, and 
seaweed (Su-chue-ts’ai). Although the Japanese to the number 
of 300 are permitted to land and live in Corea, they are as 
jealously watched as were of yore the Dutch at Decima. In 
the south-east corner of the southernmost of the eastern pro- 
vinees of Corea, Ts'ing shang, near the mouth of the Naktung 
river, is situated the walled town of Yung-Lai (the Chausian of 
our maps) ; within these‘wallsthe Japanese are strictly confined, 
but are permitted to carry ona small trade, ‘The Coreans say 
that whilst they have to render tribute to the Chinese Emperor, 
the Japanese render tribute to the Corean reigning Prince. 
Consequently whilst no Prince can be enthroned at S’aul without 
the sanction of the Emperor of China and the presence of his 
ambassador, the Corean Prince appoints an ambassador to 
Japan when a new Emperor mounts the throne, so to speak. 
A Japanese acquaintance told me he had seen Coreans ten 
years ago at Yedo. They further assert that Japan is bound 
by an agreement to send there three hundred individuals, who 
are looked upon as hostages(!) since ‘l'aycosama’s disastrous 
retreat. 

In the nurth of the province of Hsienching, when the River 
Teu-mon is frozen in early winter, the Manchus and Chinese 
who live on the northern bank trade in furs, horses, &., with 
the two Corean towns of Ham-nir and Chung-s’eng. Close to 
this river has crept a great Power, which is destined to exercise 
a greater influence on Corea than does the Ya-Ts'ing dynasty. 
Englishmen are attracted by commerce. Corea is not likely to 
tempt them. It produces no tea* nor sugar, and but a small 
quantity of excellent silk. It has the mulberry and oak silk- 
worm. The splendid rice of Chung-Ts'ing, Ts’ing-Shong, and 
Chu’en Lo, the fine cotton of Ts'ing Shong and Chung-Ts'ing 
do not appear to be cultivated in such large quantities as to 
leave much forexport. We leave the ‘ginseng to the Chinese. 
I question if there is as much gold in Coreaas in Japan. The 





{* The Japanese say the tea pleat came from Cores, 
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people are idle ; in literature, mere echoes of the Chinese, As 
immoral as the Japanese, without their bright intelligence, they 
walk' and dress like people did in the Ming dynasty ; are 
centuries behind the Chinese in the arts. Is it worth while to 
open such a country? Poor, efele little country, it is begin- 
ning to tremble at the unprecedented success of the Rus- 
sians on the east of the Teu-mon. The Russians 
might well have shouted “ Kureka, Eureka!” when their ships 
entered the newly ceded Gulf of Passiet. Whilst other har- 
bours inhospitably opened themselves about half the year, the 
fine bay of Novgorod is closed only for some six weeks. Before 
me lies a recent number of the “Siberian Section of the Im- 
perial Russian Geographical Society,” which, amongst other 
interesting papers concerning Mongolia and Manchuria, contains 
@ luminous sketch of the advantages of this gulf and its bay 
over all other Russian harbours in this part of the world. As 
it refers significantly to Corea, I present a short analysis of it 
to the English reader, commending it especially to the considera- 
tion of the Russophobist.t 

“Passiet, but 20 versts from the Corean frontier, is the 
southernmost gulf of the Russian shore of the Sea of Japan. 
In it are found what are known now under the names of 
Pallas Roads, Expedition Bay, and Novgorod Harbour.” Here 
follows a detailed account of their size, depth of water, natural 
advantages, &. After which the writer goes on to prove 
the political, naval, and commercial importance of the gulf. 

“1, It borders immediately on Corea, which is independent 
of China, and on Manchuria, which is virtually independent 
too. Establishing ourselves here with a firm hold we practically 
assert the consolidated possession by Russia of the entire 
northern shore of the Sea of Japan up to the mouth of the 
Amoor, ceded already by treaty. Possessing sufficient force we 
might influence Corea, a weak but up to this time inacessible 
country, destined in its turn, like other decrepid countries in 
the East, to yield to Western ideas” Under the second head 
the writer goes fully into the advantages of this position from 
a defensive and agressive point of view. 

“Commercially, it is the only one of our naval stations 
bordering ona populous district. On one side 25 versts from 
Expedition Bay stands the Chinese town of Hung Ch’un, with 
a population of about 20,000; then there are the valleys of 
the River Hung Ch’un and its affluents, which are also thickly 


peopled with Chinese, On the other side, on the banks of the | ¢1 


Tumen (Teu-man), are seen many large Corean villages, whose 
inhabitants occupy themselves with agricultural pursuits. By 
making use of the water communication afforded by the ‘'umen 
commercial influence will spread further and further in that 
direction, as far as the important inner Manchurian towns of 
Ningut and Kirin, about 250 versts from Hung Ch’'un. We 
of course shall not delay in developing the navigation of the 
Tomen.” 

At the end of the paper the writer sumsup in ten statements 
the best way of developing and furthering the interests of this 
new settlement. In No. 8 of which he proposes the “ construc- 
tion of powerful small steamers with a draught of two feet, 
primarily for the use of vessels whilst loading and discharging 
in Expedition Bay, and in case of necessity for the navigation 
of the Tumen.” 

The news reached China last steamer that 70 Corean families 
had gone over to the Russian territory. 1 was told in Corea 
that two merchants of a northern province had been beheaded 
for transacting a little business with the Russian

THE JAPAN STEAMSHIP NOT A FAILURE—LETTER 
FROM CAPTAIN COMSTOCK. 
(From the New York Herald.) 

‘The official report of the reception of the gunboat Fusiyama at Japan 
states that the greatest satisfaction was manifested the Government 
officers who were deputed to receive her, and in a letter from the United 
States Minister to Captain Hallett, who carried the vessel out, he says :— 
% J am requested by the Governor of Foreign Affairs and the Chief of the 
Navy nt to assure you, in their behalf, that the Japanese Go- 
‘vernment is very much pleased with the Fusiyama and the excellent con- 
dition in which you deliver her.” The French naval officers and engineers, 
who tested the ship in behalf of the Japanese Government, expressed the 
greatest satisfaction at tbe completeness and perfection of the sbip, her 

‘ines, armament, and general fitness for the service intended. 
The report in the Loudon Times of the suicide of the engineer who 
or her cannot be true, as no such person was known in 
the transaction. The captain remained in Japan until the moment of the 
atest dates from there, aad heard of no such event by any person, or in 
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fact of any dissatisfaction in regard to the vessel. Thousands of our 
countrymen visited the Fusiyama during her construction and after com- 
pletion at the port of New York, and she was considered by all who saw 
her a superior vessel in every respect. 

The Navy Department ordered a trial to be made of her speed and the 
ship to be reported upon as to her fitness for our service, which was so 
favourable that they offered to take her at her cost; but it was subse- 
quently deemed advisable to send her to Japan in compliance with instruc— 
tions from that Power. 

It ia due to the constructors of this vessel, her engines, &c., as well as 
myself and all concerned, to state the facts above, and I am surprised that, 
without some official data to go upon, your journal should so disparage the 
mechanics of our country and defsme those who have faithfully discharged 
‘a trust of so gréat importance to us asa people who are competing with 
the mechanics of England and France for the patronage of those Govern- 
ments who cannot construct their own ships-of-war. 

I gave much personal attention to the building and equipping of the 
Fusiyama, and also called to my aid the best assistance and advice to be 
obtained, and know that no better vessel of her class was ever constructed 
in this or any other country, or at less cost for the same character of vessel. 

Under this belief I trust you will excuse me from committing hari-kari.

Notwithstanding the amendment to the Culture Bill of Mr. van Nierop 
(Thorbecke) was rejected by 62 to 9 votes, it was clear that a rupture 
had arisen between the members of the Liberal party. Some of them 
had joined the ex- Premier, and were ready to support Mr. Thorbecke in 
his endeavours to force Mr. Fransen van de Putte to resign. One of the 
ministerialists, Mr. Portman, however, made an effort to reconcile the 
malcontents, and proposed an amendment on Clause I. of the Bill, by 
which it was stipulated that the natives should not as yet become proprie- 
tors of the ground, but that the individual and hereditary use of the land 
should be secured to them. As soon as Mr. Poortman had defended and 
explained his amendment the leaders of the Conservatives declared at 
once that they with its tenor, because this stipulation was just 
what they wished. I need not say that these declarations caused a good 
deal of confus and after the pro and contra had been debated by 
several members, the Minister rose and declared that Government could 
not agree with its tenor, and consequently he wished Mr. Poortman would 
withdraw the amendment, which, when approved by a majority, would 
compel the Minister to withdraw the Bill. Mr. Poortman, however, 
insisted—for what motive is not known—that a d vision should take place, 
and in consequence thereof 28 Liberals declared themselves against the 
amendment, while it was approved by 18 malcontents and 25 Conserva- 
tives. The vote of the 28 ministerialists was decisive, and could not be 
explained in any other way than that they considered the Minister 
hat this amendment was opposed to the economical principles of the Bill. 
rialist also got Mr. Fransen van de Putte into the worst scrape.

Mr. Fransen van de Putte was placed now casually—I may say—in a 
guet apens, a dilemma from which he could not escapesafe. The friendly 
papers immediately did what they could to demonstrate that the Minister 
could agree with the amendment—but he declined; he atonce declared 
that he should stand or fall with this Bill, which must settle the question. 
But now that he had the conviction that this aim could not be reached in 
that way, and, ergo, all was done for nothing, he—after an extra Cabinet 
council was held—declared that he withdrew the Bill by order of the King. 
a which prevailed amongst the members of Parliament 
jon was given is rather inexpressible, because it was 
clear that the Minister at the same time had tendered his resignation. And 
80 he did, with all the other members of the Cabinet—as he stated in the 
sitting of to-day, upon an interpellation of Mr. van Foreest. We suddenly 
are thrown now again into a ministerial crisis, and we are more uncertain 
thas ever about the future. It is not probable that bis Majesty will grant 
ion before the result of the new elections—which are to take 
18th June—is known. But what then? The Conservatives 
ingly take the ministerial seats, but their government is impossi- 
ble with a minority in the Chamber. Mr. Thorbecke's is also impossible, 
because the 28 Liberals who voted against the Poortman Amendment detest 
the ex- Premier now that he hasdone all that he could to oblige Mr. Fransen 
van de Putte to withdraw the Culture Bill which he himself approved when 
be sat in the same Cabinet with Mr. van de Putte. y 

In one of the last sittings of the Second Chamber it was confirmed b’ 
the Minister of War that he ordered our Consul-General in Japan tha 
when a delay was asked for by the Tycoon for the last instalment for the 
indemnification of the expedition to Simoneseki, he should grant this 
demand in agreement with the other Powers, but with the warrant that 
some relaxations would be accorded to trade by the opening of more 
harbours. 

The Second Chamber has also approved unanimously the Bill by which 
the Goveroment is authorised to permit shipbuilders who build ships on 
account of foreign Powers, to send such vessels under the Dutch colours 
to their place of destination. This measure was taken on behalf of the 
Kai- Yoo, a man-of-war, which was built on account of the Ja 
Government, and, as the Minister said, this measure should have led 
to a revision of our navigation laws had not this Cabinet tendered its 
resignation. 

Some days ago the Prince of Orange made a trip to Paris, but his stay 
in the French capital was abruptly terminated by a sudden recall. The 
story afloat there was that an illustrious personage received a telegram 
from the Hague by which he was requested to despatch the said Prince by 
the earliest train, as the cheques drawa on the Home Exchequer to the 
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credit of a certain fair and well-known person were rapidly accumulating 
to a fabulous amount. It is perhaps possible that our Prince wanted 
money ; this is no news—but it is @ pure invention, inasmuch es the story 
tells of his sudden recall. ‘This is proved by his stay in Brussels, upon his 
yet.ur from Paris, In the Belgian capital his arrival was considered as 8 
very important and rejoicing fact, because he was the first member of our 
Royal House who visited Brussels since 1830. The Gazette Belge and 
other papers did not content themselves with rejoicing exclamations, but 
also made the conjecture that this visit regarded the political position of 
both the countries in view of the troubles of Europe, and they 
came to the conclusion that Belgium henceforth should not stay 
alone. I need not say these suppositions are very ridiculous, because our 
Prince has no influence upon our politics. He is no amateur @affaires, 
and likes more to enjoy himself, Perhaps he would have stayed 
longer in Brussels, had the presumptive heir of the Danish Crown paid 
a visit of some days to the Hague and Amsterdam. It is, however, con- 
sidered probable that King Leopold IL. will return in the course of the 
summer the visit paid to the Belgian Court by the Prince of Orange. 

The panic which prevailed in Lonaon influenced very seriously the 
monetary condition of our trade, which is believed to be unsound; 
several failures took place, and some export houses stopped payment. 
‘The crisis was very much increased when it became known that the 
European Bank (Limited) had suspended payment ; but the bad impres- 
sion was transitory, because advices from London told us that affairs would 
be arranged in a satisfactory manner. This, however, is certain, that the 
future of the branch of this bank is lost here. It is the character of the 
Dutchmen that they only once give their confidence. 

His Majesty has dismissed. on his demand, the Secretary-General of the 
Department of Foreign Affairs, Mr. Urjttenhoozen, and appointed tempo- 
rarily in his place Mr. J. W. van Lansberge, Member of the French Le- 
gation at Paria.

Correr.—The fear of war and the raising of the discount influenced 
this article very disadvantageously. Of the quantity of 83,640 b. offered 
at auction by the Trading Company only 16,368 b, were sold, at about 
1} under the broker's valuation, so that good ordinary Java was bought 
at 40c. The rest can be bought up till the June auction im quantities of 
1,000 b., but not under auction prices, while in the auction of June no 
larger quantity will be offered than the usual 80,000 to 90.000 b. ‘The 
brokers highly approve these measures of the Trading Company, but 
traders are of opinion that the condition of the article is mow very un- 
sound, and that the actual artificial price is much above the real value. 
So much is certain that when war breaks out the prices must fall; but 
when exporters are able within a month or two to send their orders to Ger- 
many then it will result that the ‘Trading Company was in the right by 
doing as it did, OF course the market is now dull, and only a very 
moderate business is done for home consumption. 

Sccar (Raw).—No sales have occurred since our last report; the 
market is very dubious in waiting for the result of the auction of the 
‘Trading Company, in which 64,728 mats are to be offered, and which will 
be held to-morrow.

‘The eighth annual general meeting was held on the 15th inst. at the 
offices, in Threadneedie-street ; G. G. Nicou Esq., in the chair, The re 
port of the directors has been already published in our columns, : 

‘The CHaimaan, in moving the customary confirmatory resolution, @x-__ 
pressed regret that, according to the deed of settlement, the directors had 
been unable to meet the shareholders until that day, inasmuch as they 
would have been glad to have given them, at an earlier period, the sssur= 
ance that there was no ground whatever for the present depreciated prios 
of their shares, and he was very sorry if any shareholdershad been induced, 
to part with their property at a price so much below its real value. There 
‘was no reason whatever for alarm, and he trusted that the proprietors would. 
not sell their shares at the depreciated value at which they mow stood. 
(Hear, hear.) The figures in the accounis did sor require much explana~ 
tion. The current and fixed deposits were almost the same as they were 
in the previous year, which was a favourable feature. The aecounts. 
‘of last year excluded the deposits at the Mauritius branch, which 
was now closed. Those deposits had been considerable, but they were 
always comparatively unproductive ; but the other branches showed am 
increase. ‘They had had also to contend with the competition of the various. 
local banks at Bombay, which allowed a higher rate of interest then this 
bank could afford, consequently there was a falling off in the deposits there, 
But the result of the whole was, that taking into account these unfavour= 
able circumstances, the deposi were about the same as in the previous 
year. The coin and bullion and cash at bankers’ showed a decrease, while . 
in bills payable there was an increase, and the cause of this was, that last 
year they were sutfering from the effects of the cotton panic, and the losses 
incurred upon cotton and tea, which occasioned great distress in trade, eo 
that they could not use their resources with advantage. Consequently the 
cash and bullion showed a larger, and the bills payable @ lesser amount. 
But in October and November a considerable reaction took place in the 
exchanges, which setin motion all the resources of the bank, the result of 
which was that the cash and bullion showed a decrease. That which would 
be most interesting to the shareholders would be the profit and loss accoumt 5 
and as to this he was sorry to have to report so small a net profit es 
£380,000, There were three causes for this ; first, the extracrdinary dul- 
nese of all business last year, consequent, as-he had said, upon the 
losses on cotton, tea, and silk, which occasioned such a depre-sion that for 
nine months they found it almost impossible to make protit, and their re 
sources during that time, therefore, remained almost unproductive, while 
the expenses unavoidably continued heavy.

was @ very serious loss, and one which they most deeply regretted.

THE CHINESE COMMISSION. 

In addition to the presence of a number of the members of 
the Curvese Cosnnssion, at the China dinner, noticed in another 
column, we have also to record an interview granted by Lord 
CtaRENDON, on the 23rd inst., to his Excellency Puv-ra-siy, the 
Chinese Commissioner, Kwana-Yine, Funou-Yia, Tra-Mine, 
‘Yun-Hwvr, who were accompanied on the occasion by Major 
Bane, RE., Mr. Hart, Secretary Bownra, and the Interpreter, 
M. De Cuames. The official character of this reception must not 
‘be taken to imply, as the daily journals have assumed, that the 
Commission bears the character of an Embassy, or that his 
Excellency Pry-ra-siN comes accredited from the Chinese 
Government to our own on a diplomatic mission. The Paris 
journals have fallen into error both in respect to the object and 
character of the mission. Up to this time the Chinese Govern- 
ment has abstained from sending formal embassies to other 
than Asiatic Courts. The project of a visit to this country of 
a Mandarin of high rank may be considered as having originated 
with Mr. Hart, the Inspector General of Customs, who rightly 
conceived that an occular survey into our attainments of civiliza- 
tion and science by a Mandarin of education and intelligence, 
having the ear of the Chinese Government, could not fail to act 
favourably on its foreign policy, rendering it less timorous as to 
the issues of that more intimate coincidence with mercantile 
interests which it has been the object of our Ambassadors at 
the Court of Peking to bring about. 

Without exaggerating the effects of this visit, we may regard 
the assent of the Chinese Government as evidencing the en- 
lightenment of Prince Kuna, and to some extent the success of 
the representations made by Sir RurHERFoRD Atoock. Although 
little traaspired in the above interview beyond the formal ex- 
change of courtesies on the part of the Minister of State and the 
Chinese Commissioner, the door is now opened and good will 
result without doubt. The interview will be reported in all its 
minuti@ to the Chinese Government; and the reception of 
Commissioner Prv-ta-sr will be recorded a signal event in the 
annals of the Empire. A reception was subsequently 
sccorded them by the Under-Secretary of the Foreign-office, 
‘Mr. E. Haumonn, and at a later period of the day the Royal 
Academy was visited. The Commissioner appeared highly 
gratified with the inspection, but owing to the backwardness of 
the art of painting in China, and more especially its defective- 
ness in perspective, it may be doubted whether the result 
‘was more than that calm surprise which for any result it works 
in the Oriental mind may he set down as a mere negation. The 
evening was devoted to a visit to Cremorne-gardens. 

On the 24th inst. His Excellency and suite visited Messrs. 
Bagciay and Peexovs’s Brewery, The Thames Tunnel was then 
surveyed—an enterprise of which the visitors, looking to the 
entrance and the exit, might well inquire—cui bono ? a question 
eventually to be answered by an under-river railroad. Accom- 
panied by Major Brnve and Secretary Bowra, the International 
Horticultural Show was next visited, the party being received by 
the President, Sir Wextworrs Dingg, Bart., M.P., the architect, 
‘Mr. Grason, the Secretary, Dr. Hoae,and Mr. Fortune. This 
closed the visits of the day, the party returning to their apart- 
ments atthe New United Hotel, Charles-street, Haymarket. 
The Tower of London was the firat object visited on the 25th. 
Here the crown jewels appeared to excite far more admiration 
than the armoury. The Royal Mint, St. Katherine's Docks, 
and the Custom House were subsequently inspected. The 
26th, being the celebration of the Queen’s birthday, was devoted 
to the review of the troops at Aldershot, which takes place in 
its honour, We should add that whilst awaiting an appoint- 
ment for the interview with Lord CLagENpon, the Commissioner 
and his suite went to the Crystal Palace, the Royal Polytechnic 
Institution, St. Paul’s Cathedral, the South Kensington 
Museum, a medical studio, Richmond, and other suburban 
points, Theatay of his Excellency in London will be prolonged 

















to the 5th proximo, after which Birmingham, Leeds, Manchester, 
Liverpool, together with other important towns, will be visited, 
On the completion of this tour, his Excellency and suite will 
proceed to Denmark. We are glad to see that Major Brrr, 
Royal Engineers, has been appointed by Lord Cranenpow to 
attend on the Commissioner while in England. This gentle- 
man was also appointed to the Japanese Commissioners. 


THE CHINA DINNER, 

‘Tue second annual China Dinner took place at Willis’s Rooms 
on the 18th inst.,and was honoured by a larger attendance than 
on the previous occasion. The two meetings so far held have 
been due to the personal efforts of Major Brnvs ; but it is felt 
taht it is due to the gallant officer to relieve him to some 
extent from the labour necessarily involved in his self-ap- 
pointed task ; a committee is therefore proposed to be appointed 
who, for the purposes of the festival, will put themselves in com- 
munication with those gentlemen in England in the month of 
May who may be eligible for admission. What is especially 
required is the preservation of their individuality; let 
their distinctive features be once lost sight of or under- 
valued, and not only will the immediate results be seriously 
marred, but impediments thrown in the way of any more. im- 
portant objects than interchange of sentiment and expression of 
ideas, to which these meetings may ultimately lead. Ason the 
former occasion, the dinner was of the most recherche deacrip- 
tion. The guests evidently enjoyed themselves, a result largely 
contributed to by the chairman, Sir Jomy Davis, who di 
his office with considerable tact and urbanity. The secret of 
this was chiefly that he thoroughly enjoyed the thing himself, 
indeed so much so that for a veteran, as he is, he was nervous 
in the discharge of the toasts assigned to him. We have heard 
from many persons two complaints in reference to the arrange- 
ments, one of these being the lateness of the appointed hour, 
8 o'clock, and that the price should be beyond the customary 
charge of One guinea. The following gentlemen handed in 
their names with the intention of being present, but several 
were unavoidably prevented :—

The Commis 
sioner Pin-ta-jin and hisson were prevented from attending owing to 
indisposition, 

After the usual loyal toasts of “The Queen,”“The Prince 
and Princess of Wales,” “The Emperor of China and the 
Chinese Visitors,” “The Church,” &., the Rev. Dr. Inwin, 
Colonial Chaplain of Hong Kong, responded to the latter. He 
gave very pleasing testimony to the kindness with which tha 
community of Hong Kong had treated him, and, in alluding to- 
the domestic trials which it had pleased Gop to inflict him with, 
he felt that if there were any cause for regret it was that he 
had not been able to show more vigour in his ministry. The 
next toast, viz. “The Army, Navy, and Volunteers,” with the 
namesof Admiral Sir Micoazt Seymour, Colonel Brows, and 
Colonel Sanczn, was responded to by the gallant Admiral, who 
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said that of all the commands which he had the honour of 
holding, China would always stand out with the most pleasing 
and he might say proud recollections. As was very justly ob- 
served by the Chairman, he had been placed in extreme difficulty 
by the sudden hostilities of the Chinese in setting fire to the 
foreign factorics at Canton, and it was a considerable satisfac- 
tion to find that his conduct on that occasion met with the 
approval of the mercantile community as well as Her Maszsry’s 
Government, The substantial testimonial made to him on his 
departure from China would always be preserved by him with 
great respect. Colonels Browne and Sargent also spoke very 
warmly of the hospitality they had found in China. 

The next toast was that of the Civil Service and Sir Jony 
Bowrina, in proposing which the CaarrMaN highly eulogised 
the services of Sir R. Atcock and Sir Harry Parkes, This 
toast was responded to with Sir Joun’s usual power of speech. 
He too could look on China as the most eventful part of his 
life, and it was gratifying to find that Eugland’s servants abroad 
were sure of protection at home if their conduct could be proved 
to be indeed pro boro publico, and hence his policy in what 
has been termed the ‘‘ Arrow ” war was approved, although the 
government of Lord PaLmerston were driven to an appeal to 
the country. 

The next toast was “ British trade in China,” and Mr. Rogert- 
80N, M-P., who, in responding, admitted his ignorance of the 
China of the present day, and intimated it would have been 
better to have accepted a mame of more recent con- 
nection, in which we quite agree. The next toast was 
that of “The Visitors” and Lord Ricwarp Grosvenor, M.P, 
Lord Grosvenor in responding said he had never had @ more 
enjoyable trip, and but for the prevalent fevers, &., one would 
be apt to like China more than England. “ The House of Com- 
mons” and Major Hon. A. Anson, M.P., was responded to by 
that gentleman. The other toasts onthe programme, including 
“Our Colonies,” coupled with the names of Mr."Mon1coMERY 
Marr, Sir Macponatp'SrzPHeNson—“ The China Volunteers,” 
Major Brove, Mr. Wzes and Mr, AntRopvs, late Commandants 
—“ Tho Press,” Mr. Anarer, of the London and China Express 
and London and China Telegraph, were omitted for want of 
time. We may here suggest to the future Chairman that leas 
time should be expended in proposing the various toasts. We 
must do Sir Jonn the justice, however, to say that ke did not 
‘vacate the chair until fairly deserted. We may in conclusion 
mention a remark generally made, and that is the costume in 
which our Celestial friends appeared which would have disgraced 
an ordinary servant in China, we trust that Major Brive, who 
has been appointed by Lord CuaREnDon to attend on these 
gentlemen, will see that they do not again appear in such a 
style. We believe that Mr. Hart can be excused of the ap- 
parent neglect, owing to an absence which prevented him from 
seeing them previously, Indeed it was remarked as somewhat 
strange that he did not sit near them or appear to take any 
interest in them during the entertainment. 

Sir Joan Davis alluded to the desirability of promoting a 
China Club, which was heartily responded to by all. We trust 
therefore to seo some action taken in the matter of forming a 
China and Japan Club, which we believe would find ample 
support. 


THE BRINDISI ROUTE TO THE FAR EAST. 

A wore striking illustration of the effects of the exchange 
of an intolerably bad Government, for a tolerably good one, 
has scarcely ever been so well shown as in the transfer of the 
Neapolitan States from the rule of the Bourbons, to the con- 
solidated Government of Italy under Victor Exacanvet, The 
country so lately priest-ridden and beset with brigands has now 
become by the energy of the present Government, the high- 
road for communication to Egypt, India, and China. The states- 
man who said that the railway and |telegraph, would do more 
to rid society of such relics of a barbarous age as brigandage 
than any amount of legislation or military rigour, de- 
served indeed well of the people. That the Italian peninsula 
presents the shortest practicable route to Egypt, has been a 
Jong standing fact, and but for the occupation of the chief port 
of the territory by the Neapolitans this route would long since 
have been an accomplished fact, The delay has however not 
been unproductive, for it has opened the way to public opinion. 
Even five years ago it was said that the Messageries Imperiales 
would have no chance against the P, and O. Company, in the 
conveyance of passengers at least, but such has been the in- 
crease of the traffic of late years, that not only are these boats 





crammed, but another company has found it pay to run a line 
between Suez and Bombay, quite independent of any subsidy or 
other special influences, Indeed what the Indian passengers 
would have done without the Messageries line it is difficult to 
say, for the P. and O. could not have increased their boats’: 
as it is, they have had o hard time to maintain their contract 
lines, owing to the number of accidents to their steamers 
combined with the faulty construction of some of their new 
boats—or rather the engines. Hence we say that the past few 
years have very forcibly demonstrated the necessity of 
increased facilities between England and the Far East. 
This is apart altogether from the want experienced by those 
who have been several times over the old line, of a change, 
“a new route” which would give a zest and rather lighten the 
tedium of the voyage. The India and China of our day is very 
different to that of twenty years since. Now a days people run out 
as it is termed, and indeed are back again before they are hardly 
missed. The conclusion is therefore (that the new line by 
Brindisi, as well as the old lines by Trieste, Marseilles and 
Southampton, will all find sufficient support. For this new 
connecting link with Egypt we are indebted to the Messrs. 
Pater Bros, aND Co., of Newcastle, not that the Italian 
Government were in any way backward in giving the necessary 
support toa line of steamers, but unfortunately in Italy as in 
Spain and other countries possessed of a soft and delicious cli- 
mate, there is more disposition to talk than work—to saynothing 
of numervus jealousies. The shoulder to the wheel does 
not follow so speedily as with the Anglo-Saxon race, 
After many delays and much perseverance the terms of a 
contract were concluded with the above firm, who formed the So- 
crera Iratiana ApRIATICO ORTENTALE and the line opened with 
four screw steamers of about 1,000 tons built by Messrs, Panwxn, 
to run weekly in connection with the India and China Mails. The 
minimum speed was fixed at 10 miles per hour and go regularly 
has the service been performed that we believe they have never 
missed either the outward or homeward mail at Alexandria, 
The interest attaching to this route, which has not been properly 
described, at least in its details, induced us to undertake 
its examination and we now proceed to givea description, 
from which our readers will gather that we can most heartily 
recommend a trial of the route. 

Starting from London, the route by Boulogne or Calais to Paris 
may be adopted. It is unnecessary to refer to the attractions 
which the French capital at all times presents, A traveller, 
however, is never unmindful of the character of the hotel at 
which he sojourns, and as the very multiplicity of hostelries in 
Paris creates some embarrassment,with visitors new to the city, 
we may refer tothe Grand Hotel as presenting every induce- 
ment either for a temporary or protracted sojourn, guests being 
there altogether free from that indefinable but nevertheless an- 
noying surveillance so frequent ‘elsewhere, and left unrestrict- 
edly to choose their own mode of living whether within or 
without the house, Freedom in {personal movements is a con- 
dition of enjoyment in all places in which one sojourns in s 
foreign country ; and it is always felt as a grievance when 
charges are made for which no equivalent has been received. 
From Paris the Marseilles route is adopted as far as Macon, 
The most notable town passed through is Dijon. It is sufficient 
for our purpose to say that it continues to maintain its long- 
established and well-earned reputation for excellent breakfasts. 
At Macon, on the river Soanv, a few hours may be pleasantly 
beguiled should travellers so desire. Our readers must under- 
stand that it is entirely a matter of choice whether they pro- 
ceed by easy stages on the Brindisi route or push right through 
as the tickets are available for a week. The Hotel de l'Europe 
is the best at Macon. 

From Macon the line runs to Culoz where passengers 
change for the Victor Emmanuel Railway which conveys hem 
to the little town of St. Michel at the foot of the Alps. 
This railway spans in its course {the river Rhone which 
divides the provinces of Ain and Savoy. The scenery through- 
out is pretty and mountainous, and very charming in the 
neighbourhood of the Lake du Bourget, on the shores of which 
is a celebrated mausoleum toa former Duke of Savoy. Of 
Savoy itself much interesting matter might be written, but we 
may briefly state that this is the province which s0 raised the 
ire of Sir Ropsrt Psen in the House of Commons when its 
transfer was effected to the French. Sir Rosxat is intimate 
with the neighbourhood, having resided amongst the people a 
good deal, and by his testimony it seems the people were against 
the change. It is in this province also that Chambery lies, so 
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well known to English tourists snd more especially those 
who have passed through that delightful period known as the 
“honeymoon,” Chambery being in high repute as a sanctum 
sanctorum, Churches, steeples, convents and palaces, betoken- 
‘ing its former wealth and importance, cluster together. The 
woyal retreat of Victor Amapeus, an ambitious king, a great 
soldier, and a great politician who figures conspicuously in the 
annals of Europe, its mingled splendour and melancholy could 
not alleviate the struggles of a restless mind. The charming 
and fertile country awakens admiration at each successive stage 
of the journey, groves of fir, chestnut, and larch alternating 
with vales and plateaus lururiant with verdure, whilst glimpses 
‘are caught of vast waterfalls, taking their source in the Alps. 

Arrived at the terminus of San Michel, we take the Dili- 
gence to cross those mighty barriers that so long have inter- 
posed s check in the exchange of national industry, and so 
materially shaped the political and commercial fortunes of the 
southern European States. In former times it might un- 
-questionably be affirmed that 

«— Mountains intervened 
Make enemies of nations,” 

but now that engineering science is tunnelling these gigantic 
barriers, and has provided means by which in surface travelling 
the steepest gradients may be overcome, these Alps will find 
their chief account simply in marking boundaries, and feeding 
the streams of the southern plains. The importance of. the 
completion of the railway over Mont Cenis now being actively 
carried on, and which may possibly be un fait accompli in the 
comparatively short space of fifteen months, cannot be over- 
wated in its relation to Eastern trade and communication via 
thoJBrindisi route. The delay of ten hours at present incurred 
in pasaing over Mont Cenis, though of comparatively little ac- 
-count in the aggregate of time occupied in connecting the Far 
East with Western Europe, is only tolerable as long as it is 
unavoidable. The transit across Mont Cenis is now effected by 
Yneans of the Diligence each with its team of fourteen horses, 
and guided with unerring skill, an accident being almost un- 
known. The shouts of the drivers, the efforts of the horses in 
he ascents, the dexterity displayed in rounding the curves of 
the steep and precipitous heights,in which success is frequently 
‘dependent on the ;nicest calculations, affords that excitement 
which is at all times welcome to the traveller as breaking in on 
he monotony of his journeyings. The average time occupied 
in crossing Mont Cenis is ten hours in Summer, whilst in Win- 
ter and when the journey is effected partly by sledges, it is un- 
certain, being determined by the amount of snow that has 
fallen and the general condition of the roads. But as the tele- 
graph is at work on the whole line of road any kind of stoppage 
is easily known, The plain on the summit is about five miles 
across. In the middle of it isa largo lake, from which the 
iver Dora, which runs to Turin, takes its source. 

The feasibility of working a railway across Mont Cenis was 
first tested on a piece of line laid down on a portion of the 
route near Lanslebourg situate on the French side of the 
mountain, and where the railway fence thrown up affords a 
permanent and most serviceable protection to the Diligence. 
Our readers will understand by this that the proposed line is 
eing constructed on tho common road from St. Michel over 
Mont Cenis to Susa, affording at the same time ample space for 
the country traffic. The peculiarity in its construction is a 
middle rail, the projecting parts of which are bitten or pressed 
by the horizontal driving wheels of engines constructed for this 
very purpose, Guide wheels, attached to the trailing end of 
the engines, also act on the intermediate rail. In addition, the 
different vehicles to be drawn are furnished with guiding 
wheels. In the construction of the engines the object has 
been to develop o maximum of power with a minimum of 
weight ; to unite with firm adhesion to the rails the utmost 
possible tractive force. The horizontal wheels being worked by 
the engine in conjunction with the driving wheels the force of 
the adhesion may be regulated according to the gradient. The 
engine constructed by Mr. Faiz, as a model of those proposed 
to be applied, was first tried on 800 yards of rail, with gradients 
at 1 in 12, (laid down experimentally), in the presence of com- 
missioners appointed by the chief European Governments and 
‘Was pronounced satisfactory. The engines are so constructed 
as to work snow ploughs when necessary to clear the line of 
any accumulations, but the covered ways will extend no less 
than 7} to 94 English miles, and will consist of various erections, 
‘One extension being to keep off light falling snow, another to avert 
Keavy snow drifts, whilst the various runs of the avalanches 








are guarded by strong masonry arches. Some contrivance of 
this sort is of course necessary to keep the road clear. 

The works are being actively pushed forward, and though 
only designed to be used pending the completion of the grand 
tunnel, appear to admit of greater permanency. The total 
length of road is 48 miles. The period of the completion of that 
tunnel is somewhat problematical and may be placed at six or 
seven years, The tunnel works have latterly been impeded as is 
well known by several obstacles ; but we have reason to believe 
that the excavation, which is being carricd on simultaneously 
from Modane on the Italian side and Bardonnéche on the 
French side is proceeding satisfactorily, and that the reports 
current in the past few months of an adverse character have 
proceeded for the most part from mere conjecture, or have been 
originated for sinister rurposes. Very great and certainly un- 
necessary jealousy is displayed in excluding visitors, The esti- 
mated cost of the tunnel is £5,376,000, of which the French 
Government are to pay two-thirds and the Italian Government 
one-third, 

The descent of Mont Cenis on the Italian side is an event to 
be remembered both for the gorgeous scenery brought to view 
and the associations that crowd upon the mind. The home of 
Dante, MicHazL ANGELO, and Tasso, the land of paintings, 
sculpture, sentiment, song, and passion, reclining as it were on 
a glorious past and yearning for a yet more glorious future 
Italy has a charm which enraps the sympathies, and loses none 
of its power now we have entered by a mountain pass, The 
railway rapidly conveys us from Susa to Turin which lies most 
picturesquely at the foot of the Alps. At Turin a day or two 
can be very pleasantly passed; although dull since the 
capital was transferred to Florence, it is one of the best 
constructed cities in Italy, and the Hotel de l'Europe is the 
best establishment, with moderate charges. The streets 
all running at right angles are large and clean, The Royal 
Palace, the galleries, the armoury, and above all the church of 
the Superga standing on a hill of about 2,400 feet in height 
are well worth seeing. From this charch the view in- 
cludes the Alpine range from Mont Cenis to the Simplon and 
Monte Rosa, and also the plains of Marengo, Lombardy, and the 
rivers Poand Dora, The church itself contains the tombs of 
most of the Royal houses of Sardinia, including Carto Age 
BERTO, the father of the present King Victor Exsanusn thé 
wife of the latter and several of his children, From Tarim 
the rail proceeds by Alessandra (the strongly fortified place” 
which played an important part in the war with?Austria in 
1859) to Piacenza, thence to Parma, Modena, and Bologna, 
places all fraught with interest, but the latter is considered a 
convenient halting place between Turin and Brindisi and the 
hotels are very fair. From Bologna also the train can be 
taken to Florence about five hours journey. The route 
lies through the Apennines and the cuttings and viaducts are 
most extraordinary, Travellers will do well to allow them- 
selves time to accomplish this; it is of course just so much 
out of the direct route as Bologna has to be again reached to 
proceed onwards. In addition to the historical connections of 
Florence and the magnificent collections of paintings, sculp- 
ture, &c., there is now the Court of Italy where the form of 
Government through its Chambers of Senators and Deputies 
can be seen, Considering the importance of the place the 
hotels are very indifferent at Florence, but the Hotel de New 
York, Hotel de la Paix, Hotel de I'ltalie, are perhaps the best. 
From Bologna the rail runs through a pretty country to Rimini, 

At Rimini the line proceeds right along the Adriatic. The 
route thenco to Ancona and Brindisi is truly most charme 
ing. Indeed nothing can compare to it for purely railway 
travelling; and what adds to the enjoyment is the easy 
manner in which the trains run. The vibration is really 
nil, the carriages run so smoothly that a day and a night's 
travel do not cause so much fatigue as a journey from London 
to Liverpool. ‘Lhe rail on the whole route is very fairly and 
safely constructed, and when some new bridges &. now build- 
ings are completed, the speed will be increased from 25 to 35 
miles, An undulating country to the right covered with the 
richest vegetation, vindicates its title as the garden of Italy, 
backed by the purple range of the Appennines, their heights 
covered with perpetual snow, whilst to the left is the blue Adriatio 
sometimes tempestuous but ordinarily lying calm and tranquil 
asa lake. Many of the stations passed on the way to Ancona, 
though of no present importance, are famous in Roman history. 
Of these is Pesaro, mentioned by Cicero, and still surrounded 
by walls and forts, Its fame was revived in the sixteenth cen- 
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tury, but in another form, having then become celebrated as the 
residence of literary men, poets and painters, prominent among 
whom were,Tasso and Bernanpo. It was further the birthplace 
of Rossmx1, It possesses too a certain interest from the fact 
that Queen Carotine when Princess of Wales, took up her 
residence in the vicinity. 

The traveller having time to spare, will stop at another 
place of importance—Farno, an oid walled town, and which as 
approached by rail exhibits a curious not to say fantastic 
appearance. In 1514 the first Italian printing press was 
established here by Junius Il. Pope Cummenr VII. was a 
native of the place. ‘Sinigaglia, by the sea, the birthplace 
of the present Pope Pius IX. is next reached. It is well 
worthy of a visit, if only as one of the cities of Pentopolis, 
connected in its fortunes with many of the great battles of 
the world, and itself the scene of many bloody conflicts. 
The traveller will be entertained should he arrive at the 
period of the annual fair, which is attended by people from all 
adjacent countries, and is held by virtue of an ancient charter 
dated in 1200. Continuing on through a flat, even country, 
planted with olive trees, fig trees, and vines, the city 
and port of Ancona is presently reached. Placed on a 
natural promontory jutting into the sea, its appearance in 
the distance is highly picturesque; but any favourable 
impression thus excited is unfortunately dispelled on 
closer contact; the streets are excessively dirty, indeed 
the only way to describe it is to say at once that 
the streets are public water-closets. The hotels are wretched. 
Ancona, as is well known, is the most important point of call 
for steamers on the Adriatic; the Austrian Lroyp's Steamers 
connect it with Trieste, Constantinople, Greece and the Archi- 
pelago; Brnpy and McIver’s with Liverpool; an Italian line 
besides connecting it with other points on the Adriatic circuits, 
the Peninsula and provides regular and direct communication 
with Naples, Leghorn and Genoa; finally, the line known as 
Pauaen’s, though styled the Italian Adriatic and Oriental, 
carrying tho Italian flag, connects Ancona with Brindisi and 
Alexandria. Ancona was remarkable in the last Italian war as 
having been successively occupied by the Austrian and the 
Papal troops under LaMoricrere, who in his turn was defeated 
by Victor EmMaxve.'s troops under Craupmi. Its new 
masters have added greatly to its fortifications. 

Leaving Ancona we next come to Loreto, fifteen miles dis- 
tant, which has for nearly six hundred years drawn pilgrims 
from all quarters to its shrines, through the repute attaching to 
the Sunta Casa or Holy House of the Virgin—a brick room 30 
feet by 13—according to the legend, blown over from 
Nazareth in 1291. Time does not appear to lessen the 
potency of the story, and railway facilities have materially 
augmented the worshippers already so numerous that from 
£20,000 to £25,000 are here realised annually by the sale of 
rosaries and votive offerings, Historic attractions are not 
wanting, the vicinity abounding in memorable sites. Thus at 
Tolentino, NaroLgon outraged the dignity of the Papal See in 
the person of Pope Pius VI. which terminated in a treaty in 
1797. Here too the hastily summoned forces of the brilliant 
Monrat, King of Naples, were signally defeated. Castel Fidardo, 
placed on a mountainous eminence and defended by huge 
natural bastions, is noted for the defeat of the Papal troops 
under Lamoriciere, by Garrpatpr in 1860. In fact, the 
present and the past continually blend in the associa- 
tions summoned up by buildings and sites in the vicinity. 
Italy would seem to trust tradition for her inspiration, 
Continuing to advance through a delightful country in 
which labour and industry are sufficiently apparent, but in 
which people seem wanting, a vast number doubtless being 
asleep in convents, or if awake counting beads, we arrive at 
Pescara, an important point on the line owing to the postal 
roads that diverge from it. Ortona will not fail to strike the 
attention, if only for its romantic appearance in the distance, 
with dwellings festooned in vines, &c. Termoli, once an im- 
portant strategic position, and on the hill of which contending 
armies have met and fought from the time of ALaRic next 
comes into view, with its ruined castle and massive remains, 
the walls no longer echoing the sentinel’s cry or the clash of 
arms, From the gigantic mound on which it stands, may be 
discerned far out to sea, the Tremetti islands, ocean gems 
set as in silver by the foam that edges them,—the Insula Dio- 
medi, or scene of the metamorphosis of Diommns’s companions 
into birds, and famous in Italian story as the place of banish- 
ment to which Jutta, wife of Leprpvus and granddaughter of 
Avausrcs was consigned. The route then proceeds to San 





Severo where the Emperor Freverick II. died in the arms of his 
patural son Manrrep. This southern country is truly the land 
where may be enjoyed in full perfection the dolce far niente of the 
Italian, Nature in her gayest and most delightful mood seeking 
to win the beholder into utter forgetfulness of everything but 
her charms. The line on to Foggia avoids the spur of the 
Italian boot and takes us for a short time out of 
sight of the Adriatic, but in its place, together with accus- 
tomed features of scenery, glimpses are obtained of 
mantled towers and ruined aqueducts, whilst afar 
in the bright light of an Italian sun the Apennines 
break from time to time upon the gaze “in vastness almost 
tangible.” Manfredonia, it will be remembered, is the scene of 
Byron’s famous tragedy of “ Manfred,” and shares in the glories 
of Garrssvp1’s last Italian campaign, as one division landed 
here. Leaving Foggia, the next station reached is Corignola 
celebrated as the scene of French defeat in 1503 by Gonzato 
—a defeat which placed Naples and its dependencies under the 
sovereignty of Spain. The site is clearly definable of that yet 
mightier contest in which Hannrsat, confronting the Roman 
legions, 80,000 strong, left only a few thousands to tell the 
tale of disaster, a disaster alike for Rome and for the world as 
turning back the tide of civilisation. To inspect the site, would 
alone be worth a journey to Southern Italy. Barletta, 
the next station, is notable for the murder of Protestants at 
the instigation during the past month of a few fanatical 
priests, The line now makes for Trani, where the sea is again 
struck, Everywhere are traces of the restoration effected by 
the Emperor Trasax, and it is easy to discern the importance 
formerly attaching to its position, Brindisi is reached from 
Trani by a direct line. Bari, a station on the way, has a 
fairamount of shipping, which will doubtless beincreased through 
the extending coast trade. The streets are wide and good, 
and it abounds with historic associations ; its past importance 
may be judged by the fact that the Kings of Naples were for- 
merly crowned here, The enlightening effect of commercial or 
rather trading intercourse on the spirit and enterprise of the 
people may be plaiuly witucesed. Thus, we found Englishmen 
were engaged in laying down gasworks, a municipal improve- 
ment by no means universal in Italy. Bari rejoices in a 
most excellent hotel called the Risorgimento, The re- 
mainder of the route to Brindisi is equally interesting. The 
locomotive with its long train startles, as it were, the echoes 
of the old world, and historical propriety seems sadly violated. 
But everything must bow before the exigencies of commerce or 
of trade, and the Brindisi route—the highway to the Far East 
—saving three days of sca passage as compared with the 
Marseilles route, and shortening our connection with the East 
by two days, is of far more consequence than all the ancient 
remains over which it is eonstructed or ‘the associations it sets 
aside, 
‘BRINDISL, 

On nearing Brindisi which lies in the Straits of Otranto 
passengers must be prepared to find it ina state of decay and 
ruin, but the traffic now produced by the opening of the rail- 
way has given an activity not known for centuries. Brindisi, 
or the Brundusium of Horace was a place of considerable im- 
portance. Vircit died here on his way from Greece. The 
Greeks settled here solely on account of the fine natural double 
harbour and the Romans made it their chief naval station, The 
outer harbour is protected by the mainland and by an island 
on which a large fort was erected now converted into a Lazaretto, 
Except with the wind blowing right in, the water is always 
smooth ; it can be entered at all times of night or day, being 
provided with two excellent lighthouses and a centre one on the 
old fort, as a guide for entering the harbour, Both this and 
the inver harbour aro the finest natural basins possible. The 
entrance into the inner harbour was unfortunately choked up by 
Jvutvs Cx#sakR, but in the last century considerable efforts were 
made to clear the entrance and all the piles were removed, but 
the sand which had silted up could not be so easily disposed 
of. This was left to the more modern appliances of steam- 
dredging machines. Three of these machines are now at work 
in deepening the channel and have so far succeeded that vessels 
of even 17 feet draught can now enter by hauling in very 
carefully with warps, &c. When once safely in there is plenty 
of room, the harbour runs up two or three miles with a depth 
of 15 to 30 feet and the shore presents all the most desirable 
features for docks, wharves and warehouses. ‘There are quays 
now running along one side of the harbour where vessels dis- 
charge, and indeed a new town might surround the harbour 
bordering on the sea on the one side, should the, port be 
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adopted as our packet station for the India and China mail 
service. The natural advantages of the harbour could not be 
excelled, and nothing but energy is required to give it all the 
advantages necessary for an important mail station. Six 
millions of francs have been voted by the Government for this 
purpose, but voting money without appointing competent and 
energetic people to look after its expenditure is of little 
service, and there is room for improvement in this way, at 
least according to an Englishman’s notion on the subject. 
The contract for dredging and clearing the entrance is in the 
hands of a French contractor who appears not to be bound to 
time in any shape. If the Italian Government could induce a 
powerful English company to adopt the port and carry out the 
necessary requirements of a mail packet station, we might find 
everything done in a year; but as it is, it is quite indefinite. 
In its present condition it certainly could not be adopted as 
sail station, That a saving of two days could be easily 
effected in the transit of our mails there is no doubt, but until 
the harbour is rendered fit and the railway over Mont Cenis 
found to work satisfactorily, we must be content with the 
longer route by Marseilles as a mail station, We must explain 
that the present Italian mail steamers have hitherto fallen back 
on Trieste for docking and general repairs, &c., but now that war 
is again imminent they will not reach up further than Brindisi, 
and this may give an impetus to the improvements at that 
port. The telegraph wires run all the way, and we have found 
them work well, delivering messages in about three to five hours 
between London and Brindisi. The telegraph iy being extended 
with the rail to a point further down the peninsula to the little 
port of Otranto, and a submarine line from this to Alerandria, a 
distance under 800 miles, could be most advantageously laid, 
and thus put an end to the present uncertain cables by Malta, 
Benghazi, &., which are constantly out of order. 

The steamers from Brindisi to Alexandria are well up to the 
work and kept in good order for the comfort of passengers. 
‘We conclude this general description by appending a sum- 
mary of the route and fares, and with the recommendation that 
travellers should provide themselves with s Guide book, which 
will add much to their comfort. Murray's are of course the 
best, but are divided over three books, while Brapszaw gives 
an account in one book. :—

Time could be saved between Paris and Culoz, and also to 
St. Michel say about four hours, and between Turin and Brin- 
disi about eight hours, which would effect a saving in all of 
about 48 hours when everything was properly organised. One 
consideration—and a great one it is in these days—that the 
trains throughout keep exact time.

P.S.—Advices from Brindisi announce the arrival of the 
Italian Company’s steamer Cairo, from Alexandria on the 22nd 
inst., in correspondence with the present India and China mail. 
She steamed into the inner harbour and berthed at the quay. 
Hor letters wero in London on Saturday night the 26th. Capt. 
Tyler, who has been despatched by our Government to report 
on the line of railway and harbour, is at Brindisi, and, it is said, 
in satisfied with the capabilities of both. 








THE SILK MARKET IN FRANCE. 
THE condition of the silk trade at the present moment is 
most unsatisfactory, and there seems little hope if any of 
immediate improvement. ‘Ihe quantity of raw silk which is 
being taken into manufacture at Lyons at present is scarcely 
equal to half the amount of last year; last week it was 34,450 
kilogrammes against 69,949 in 1865, and the week before it 
was 54,097 against 88,440. The breeding season is not yet 
far enough advanced for any opinion to be formed respecting 
the coming crop, and the fears or pretended fears respecting 
the Japaneso eggs or other seed are not sufficient to account for 
the stagnation which weighs on the whole trade, wholesale and 
retail, in raw or manufactured material. The condition of 
affairs is the same at Marseilles as at Lyons ; the stagnation is 
reported to be complete, fine silk being rather scarce but cocoons 
tolerably abundant. The holders at present exhibit no inclina- 
tion towards concession. The condition of the trade is attri- 
buted by some people entirely to the news received from Ame- 
rica, Not long since it was said that large sales were taking 
place in consequence of the increased temperature of the 
weather, but that the abundance of silks on the market ren- 
dered it difficult to obtain remunerative prices. The last ad- 
vices tell us that the market of New York is so encumbered 
with goods that it is acarcely possible to find vent for them ex- 
cept with the aid of the auctioneer, and every one knows what 
that means with respect to quotations ; of course under such 
circumstances the French merchants are neither easy respect- 
ing outstanding accounts nor hopeful as regards the coming 
season. To add to the uneasiness, letters from the United 
States talk of the approach of cholera and the probable closing 
of the port of New York ; prodictions of this kind are always 
suspicious ; thoze who have anything but an interested purpose 
to serve are more cautious about the terms which they use 
with respect to such a fearful visitation as that of the cholera, 
There is no doubt that the condition of the American market 
has a considerable effect on those for raw as well as manufac- 
tured silks in France, and the state of the money market in 
England increases the uneasiness and the difficulties; but the 
grand cause of the stagnation in this as well as in other indus- 
tries is the dread of war, and the want of confidence and in- 
sight into the intentions and objects of certain rulers. < So long 
as the dread of war hangs over us, trade and commerce must 
remain in the unsatisfactory state in which they now are, and the 
silk trade from its very nature is the first and severest sufferer, 
There is no probability of a large demand for raw silk at present, 
but considering what bas happened respecting Japanese seed 
here, and taking into account all we know of the condition of 
the French worms, there is no good reason to suppose that the 
import of silk from the East will cease ; everything goes to prove 
that the French trade can never again depend on its own raw 
produce alone. 





A new y issued Parliamentary return shows that during the 
command of Vice-Admiral King in the Chinese seas—be- 
tween the 24th June, 1565, and 18th February 1866—seventy- 
one piratical vessels were captured. Thirty of these were 
burned, and twenty-four given up to the mandarins. No award 
of prize money has yet been made for any of these captures, 

Tar TeLsGRaPH IN Cutna.—A New York company, says the 
New York Times, has undertaken the work of introducing the 
electric telegraph into China, and Dr, Macgowan has been ap- 
pointed to proceed forthwith, as its commissioner and engineer, 
to connect Pekin with Canton.

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Tag Fastest STEAMER IN THE Wontp.—The Egyptian paddle- 
wheel steam yacht Mahroussa, Captain Fredrigo Bey, built under the 
superintendence of the Peninsular and Oriental Company, by Messrs. 
Samuda Brothers, of London, for the Viceroy of Egypt, arrived at Malta 
en Saturday, 19th instant, at 6.90 v.at, having performed the voyage from 
‘Southampton in the unprecedented short time of 157 hours. When under 
full steam she consumes seven tons of coal an hour, and is, without excep- 
‘tion, the fastest vessel afloat. At the measured mile in Stokes Bay, her 
average speed was upwards of 18 4-10 knots an hour, which is equal to 
about 204 statute miles, After replenishing fuel she proceeded on the [6th 
dnstant for Constantinople, to meet the Viceroy, who, it is reported, intends 
yying a visit to England in her this summer. This splendid vessel is of 
,800 tons, and is fitted with machinery of 800 horse power. Her interior 
fittings are of extraordinary magnificence. Her cost issaid to have been 
£166,000.

In consequence of the arrangement made with the Bank of 
London, the Consolidated Bank (Kennard’s and Hankey’s) has 
been compelled to suspend payment. This bank had some 
transactions with the Far East, but did not act specifically 
for any of our India and China banks. 

‘The report of the Asiatic Bank Corporation, to be presented 
on the 28th inst. states the estimated losses of the yoar at 
£142,000, against £61,494 realised profits, out of which 
Profits a dividend of 5 per cent. was paid for the half-year 
ended June last. It is, therefore, proposed to write off half 
of the reserve fund of £175,000 to profit and loss, leaving 
that fund at £87,500. The losses have been mainly incurred 
at the Bombay agency, and the most disastrous of them were 
initiated during the temporary absence of the agent on sick 
leave. Apart from the losses now written off there is a claim 
in dispute, against which the bank hold collateral securities, 
but which the directors are assured cannot result unfavourably, 
and which, even in the worst case, will be amply provided for 

by the reserve fund. 

Ata meeting of the shareholders of the Bank of Hindustan, 
China, and Japan, the directors’ report, published in another 
column, was adopted after a long discussion with reference to 
the losses of the bank in India and China. It will be seen by the 
report that the condition of this institution is not what might 
be supposed from the price of the shares on the Stock Exchange, 
owing to the system of running down or “ bearing.” We have 

* heard that the shareholders themselves have joined in these 
operations, and thus have given support to the adverse reports and 
false telegrams from Bombay. How can it be expected that 
directors can stand such scandalous proceedings. We firmly 
believe that this bank has suffered more from the acts of its 
own shareholders than anything else. It was not expected that 
the report would have been adopted ; the example of the Com- 
mercial Bank of India was before their eyes, however, and this 
saved the meeting from an adjournment. With such an insti- 
tation as the National Bank at their back, in the present crisis, 
we believe the Hindustan will now go forward with great 
success, After the reports current during the past few months, 
the rational part of the shareholders were highly pleased at the 
report, which certainly compares favourably with all other 
reports yet issued of similar affairs. 

‘We much regret that, owing to the suicidal course adopled by 
the shareholders in the Commercial Bank of India in refusing 
to pass the report of the directors, their agents, the London 
Joint-Stock Bank, deemed it prudent to withdraw their credit, 
and refused the drafts which were presented by the last mail. 
The bank was therefore compelled to stop. At the meeting 
held on the 23rd it was decided to wind up under the Com- 
p nies’ Act of 1862 ; and Mr, Harding, of the firm of Harding, 
Pallein, and Co., was appointed official liquidator. The follow- 
ing is an extract of the proceedings of the meeting :— 

The Caaraman (J. J. Lowndes, Esq. )stated that since the meeting ofthe 
‘28rd of April he regretted to say that circumstances bad arisen which had 
compelled them to suspend the operations of the bank. Shortly after the 
meeting was held they received a communication from the London Joint- 
Stock Bank, to the effect that, owing to the manner in which the share- 
holders had received the report of the directors, they felt compelled to 
withdraw the credit for ),000 which they had with that bank, and 
which was a yearly credit expiring on the 20th of June. The directors 
had several interviews with those of that corporation, and they were for 
some time in hopes that they would induce them to alter their determina- 

tion ; but shortly afterwards they received telegraphic advices that con- 
siderable were coming before them frora their foreiga agents, which 
would have exhausted the credit granted by the London Joint-Stock Bank 











toa considerable extent. Those telegrams were accompanied by advices 
to the effect that cover would be sent by subsequent mails for the over draft, 

but, unfortunately, the application which they had in consequence to make 

tothe London Joint-Stock Bank was made at a time when the first 

squeeze of the very severe credit panic was experienced, and the London 

Joint Stock Bank felt that unless tangible security was offered it could 

not reader them assistance. The China mail arrived on the 14th instant, 

and if the London Joint-Stock Bank had accepted the drafts brought by 

it their credit with that bank ‘would have amounted to £243,000, whereas, - 
the actual indebtedness of this bank to them, they not accepting such 

drafts, was £140,000, At the time they went to the London Joint-Stock 

Bank for assistance they had telegraphic advices that drafts would be sent 

by the Bombay mail for nine lacs, or £90:000, and they were, of course, 

compelled to acquaint the London Joint-Stock Bank of the fact that be~ 
tween the arrival of the China mail on the 14th, and the expected arri- 
val of the Bombay mail, which arrived last evening (the 22nd) they would 
not be in a condition in any way to cover their drafts, and under 

those circumstances the London Joint-Stock Bank felt that they could not 

prudently accede to their application, consequently they were 

obliged to suspend operations, The shareholders were aware thatthe 

Bombay agency got itself into considerable difficulties last year, which 

difficulties were fully placed before them in the month of June, and Mr. 

Carteright one of their directors, who had gone to Bombay to look into 
his own affairs, told them that to his great surprise Mr. De Quadros, their 

agent, had been lending large sums upon securities of very doubtful value, 

and that he very much questioned whether it would ever be got back. 

The whole amount he found outstanding was 75 lacs, or £750,000. In 
consequence of that letter, and communications from the agent himself, 
showing the difficulties in which he was placed, it was resolved to send 
out Mr. Angus, the chief manager, who bad not long before been at 
Bombay, to make a thorough investigation, and to realise with all 
convenient speed, without regard even to the popularity of the bank, The 
directions framed for Mr. Angus’s instruction were extremely wringent, 
and authorised him to take severe measures in the interest of the bank 
where such were necessary, and he was to realise at any sacrifice which 
was not an absolute sacrifice of the asets of the agency. Mr. Angus ac- 
cordingly proceeded to Bombay, and from time to time informed the 
directors of the steps he was taking to secure the assets. His communi- 
cation also contained a report of the state of affairs, for the purpose of the 
results being stated in the balance-sheet to be submitted to the shareholders 
atthe April meeting, and a careful examination of the accounts showed 
that the total sum outstanding amounted to £796,000, and of that 
amount Mr. Angus mated that £89,000 would be lost. Mr. 
Angus returned on the 9th of April, after the report was pre- 
pared, and before it was submitted to the shareholders, and he 
informed the board that such was the state of affairs in Bombay that it was 
impossible to realise anything at present, and that almost the wh the 
sum he had mentioned was now outstanding. The sum, therefore, which 
was locked up in the Bombay agency must be taken at the whole amount 
of £796,000. It appeared from a report from the Shanghai agency that 
on the death of Mr. Wiggins, their late manager there, the amount of 
£681,000 was outstanding, the greater part of it being on good securities, 
it being advanced to large merchants, and in some cases on land. The 
amount outstanding on other agencies was in all £1,696,]08. The bank 
having suspended, the question for the shareholders was, what was the best 
course to pursue under the circumstances, and provided they could get the 
consent of the creditors. 

Mr. Ancus read a balance-sheet, drawn out by him after investigating 
all the security, which showed total estimated loss of £502,769, leaving 
a capital of £824,649. 

Mr. Haunison stated that it now appeared that £796,000 of the 
capital had been lent on shares, which was strictly prohibited by the deed.

FOURTH ANNUAL REPORT of the DIRECTORS, presented to the SHAREHOLDERS at the GENERAL 
MEETING, held at the London Tavern, on THURSDAY, the 24th May, 1866 :— 

‘The Directors submit to the Shareholders a General Statement of the affairs of the Bank for the year ending 30th December, 
1865, showing the following resulta :— 

‘The net profits of the year, including £1,147. 7s. 11d. from Jast account, after defraying current expenses amount to £23,485. 4s. 2d., 
out of which the Directors would have been pleased to recommend a dividend in the usual course; but under the existing circum- 
stances of the Bank, they consider it more prudent to carry forward the amount. 

‘The Shareholders will not be surprised to learn that, owing to the numerous failures of firms of high standing and repute, and to the 

longed and great depreciation of all descriptions of Indian produce, it has been found necessary to transfer the sum of £87,794. 1s. 2d. 
From the Reserve Fund of the Bank to meet losses incurred on transactions entered upon by the Branches during the latter part of 
1864 and the early part of 1865. ha 

In addition to this sum, the Bank will have to sustain eventually a further loss from the estates of some failed firms, the realisation 
of whose assets cannot at present be estimated with greater accuracy, but which, ia their opinion, will not exceed £70,000. 

It is a source of gratification to the Directora that, since the period above specified, the affairs of the Bank have progressed 
satisfactorily and profitably. With regard to the transactions of the Head Office, they have been of a profitable nature throughout. 

Acting in accordance with the powers conferred upon them by the Articles of Association, the Directors have elected Mr. Phili 
Vanderbyl, of the firm of Messrs. fern, Alexander and Co., and a Director of the National Bank, to a seat at the Board, whi 
selection they have no doubt will meet with the approval of the Shareholders. 7 

‘The Directors have the pleasure to inform the Shareholders that, notwithstanding the monetary pressure which has existed for some 
months both in London and India, the deposits of the Bank have steadily increased. 

In compliance with the wish expressed by the Shareholders at the last General Meeting, the Directors, in the early part of the 
session, made an application to Parliament for power to reduce the nominal amount of each share from £100 to £20, since which an 
intimation has been received from the Board of Trade that a public measure will be introduced for the purpose, thus rendering any 
further prosecution of the bill unnecessary. ' 

In the belief that it will be more satisfactory to the Shareholders, the Directors propose in future to hold half-yearly meetings in 
the months of May and November. 

The Directors who retire by rotation are Philip Shore Fletcher, Esq., Thomas Cotterell, 
who, being eligible, offer themselves for re-election ; and the Auditors who retire, viz., Frederick 
Maynard, Eaq., also being eligible, offer themselves for re-election.

From this combination of adverse 
circumstances the result contrasts unfavourably with that of previous years, but the directors are glad to state that the 
operations of the current year are thus far very satisfactory and encouraging. 

As intimated in the last Report, the Mauritius Agency was closed on the 31st December last. 


The Directors retiring on this occasion are Mr. D. Larnach and Mr. G. May, who, being eligible, offer themselves for
